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GAS FILUNG STATIONS 

Residents of Lower Falls Strenuously Oppose Two 
Petitions in that Vilage at Meeting of Aldermen 


A delegation of Lower Falla resi- 
dents headed by Alfred Murray of 
2213 Washington street appeared be- 
fore the aldermen Mondny night to 
protest against permits being granted 
for gasoline sations to Henry C. 
.Bourne and Cashman & Ginsberg, ap- 
plicants for stations on Washington 
street in that village. Attorney James 
P. Gallagher representing Mr. Bourne 
explained that his client desires to 
establish a station at 2268 Washington 
street on propery bounded by old mill 
property, the Metropolitan Park Reser- 
vation and Washington street, on 
which it has a 78 frontage. He 
said “that he was glad to see so many 
from Lower Falls present because all 
possible objections might be discussed. 
Mr. Gallagher argued that the street 
is wide at this point, litle pedesrian 
traffic passes by, that it will be much 
better to have an attractive gasoline 


station on the site than some undesir- 
able business, and that there is no 
modern gas station at Lower Falls to 
provide proper facilities for automo- 
bile owners. He told the aldermen 
that he knew they would consider the 
petition on its merits and not be 
swayed by the numerical strength of 
those favoring or opposing. 

Alfred Murray for the opponents pre- 
sented two petitions signed by a num- 
ber of persons residing in the neigh- 
borhood -near the proposed station. He 
said there is a school nearby and the 
protection of the children’s lives is 
more important an the rights of 
some outsiders to come into the vil- 
lage and reap profits by obtaining per- 
mits for gasoline stations. Rev. N. E. 
Hanson, pastor of the Methodist 
Church, stated that he was not present 
to oppose anyone, but to plead for the

Good Vote Polled With Large Majorities For Fuller and 
Butler. Claggett for Auditor Carries the City 


The state election on Tuesday 
brought out a fairly good vote, 17402 
ballots being cast, about 80.6 percent 
of the registration. The heavy shower 
early in the afternoon undoubtedly 
kept several hundred women voters 
jfrom the polls. 

The ward committees of both the 
major parties were active In every one 
of the twenty precincts, and for an off 
year there was considerable interest.

didates received substantial votes

■Lieutenant Governor to 10.804 for Fred 
j W. Cook for secretary.

Luitwieler and Saltonstali 
were re-elected without opposition and 
Rupert C. Thompson was elected as 
the new representative from the 4th 
district. Edward T. Simoneau of 
Marlboro was elected state senator In 
place of the late Abbott B. Rice.

ginning of the second quarter Proctor 
made 15 yards around right end on a 
lateral pass from Clark. Clark kicked 
to Somerville’s 20-yard strip. Here 
Somerville started a pretty march that 
did not end until they reached New- 
ton’s nine yard line. During that time 
they made four consecutive first* 
downs. McGovern, Finn, and Lupi 
each gained considerably. One criss- 
cross play from McGovern to Finn 
netted 25 yards. Newton stiffened on 
the nine yard line and Somerville was 
penalized twice for five yards for be- 
ing in motion. With it still first down 
and twenty yards to go McGovern 
hurled a pass to Rondina who dashed 
the remaining two yards to the 
touchdown. McGovern kicked the 
point. 

In the second half Newton came 
right back. Somerville kicked off to 
Proctor who fumbled the ball but re- 
covered on the 12-yard line and on 
the Somerville side of the field. Cole, 
Newton right end, laid down near the 
Newton sideline unobserved by the 
Somerville team. Proctor threw a 
long forward to him but it was a yard 
short of his reach and New’ton's stra- 
tegy had failed. Clark and Proctor 
worked a lateral pass and Proctor ran 
27 yards. Just before he was tackled 
he cut to his left and if he had kept 
straight ahead he would have had a 
clear field, as two Newton men would 
have cleaned out the only opponent to 
stop him. Clark then kicked to Good- 
win on his 35-yard strip. The Somer- 
ville quarter let the ball slip through 
his arms and it rolled to the 20-yard 
line. Scheinfein, Newton’s brilliant 
end. was on the ball like a flash but 
It eluded him as he fell on it. A 
scramble ensued between several 
Newton and Somerville players but 
when the referee untangled the mass 
Gatehell, Newton suh-center, was on 
the oval. Proctor gained five yards in 
two rushes and then he tossed a fiat 
pass to Clark over right end and Clark 
tallied.

NEWS 

FROM THE COLLEGES 


By Harold P. Carver, N. H. 8. ’26 

Over the Green Mountain of Ver- 
mont, In Burlingfon, Ib one of the 
most northern colleges in the United 
States. The University of Vermont is 
the college home of Philip Perry, 
Newton ’25. Phil this year entered 
the university, hearing with him a 
reputation of being an accomplished 
swimmer. He was the class of the 
Newton teams in 1924 and 1925, when 
he was captain, swimming almost 
every conceivable event in the lists 
with the result that the appelation 
“Iron Man” has been given to him by 
his admirers at the High School. Es- 
sentially a “220” man. he defeated the 
best school-boys in this race during 
his time on the team, and only this 
summer placed second to the New 
England champion at the outdoor con- 
test. Since he returned to Newton for 
another year of work after graduating, 
he willingly took over the manage- 
ment of the swimmers for 1926, with 
the result that the team had a fine 
schedule and put in one of its most 
successful seasons. Also In passing 
we might note that the improvement 
in cheering may he directly traced to 
his labor and zeal, as he w::s cheer- 
leader for three years. 

Another member oi’ the collegiate 
circle in the Ethan Allen ~tate is Mid- 
dlebury, the home of the great football 
teams that held Harvard at bay some 
years ago. The campus of the Purple 
is like all the grounds of the smaller 
New England colleges in that it is 
most pleasing, and its buildings are 
laid out in an attractive style. Here 
we find a boy of the graduating class 
of 1925; Sam Pattee of Newton High- 
lands is a sophomore at this co-edu- 
cational institution. While at New- 
ton he took many honors in his stud- 
ies, and indulged to some degree in 
reporting for the Newtonite. There is 
also a Newton alumna at the college, 
but more of that later. 


In Orono. Maine, the State Univer- 
sity raises its dome to the skies, and 
in its buildings are housed the coming 
football champions of the state. Rob- 
ert B. Marsh of Waban is matriculat- 
ing there after a rather varied pre- 
paratory school education. Leaving 
the Angier Grammar School, he spent 
one year at Newton. From here he 
went to Lawrence Academy in Groton. 
During his time there he was on the 
eleven, playing one of the wings, and 
when spring rolled around he was cov- 
ering a section of the outfield. Upon 
the disruption of the Academy by in- 
ternal dissension, he, in common with 
the majority of the undergraduates, 
changed his educational stopping 
place, enrolling at Suffield Academy at 
Connecticut. Here he duplicated his 
performances on the playing field of 
sport. This year he is in the entering 
class at the college of the Pine Tree 
State. 

In another of Maine’s four small col- 
leges, in this case Colby, are two New- 
tonians. Percy Williams and Law- 
rence Peakes have made it their Alma 
Mater and are progressing on their 
chosen way. Peakes left Newton in 
the spring of 1924, bearing with him 
praise and appreciation for the works 
he had done. He held memberships 
in the English Club, this for two 
years, in the Forum, and also in the 
Mathematics organization. Alpha Gam- 
ma Tau. In connection with the lat- 
ter he was the instigator, mayhap 
perpetrator, of the now annual pre- 
sentation of some drama by the club. 
It was in writing, however, that he 
showed his real talent. His verse re- 
ceived the highest commendation for 
its lyric effects. Some of his versifica- 
tion was published in the Gleam, the 
monthly magazine of high school poet- 
ry, which is unusual for any student 
since the monthly is a national one. 
In accord with this type of work he 
was the author of the words to the 
class hymn his senior year. This re- 
frain is one of the best ever written 
at the High School. He also edited 
the 1924 year book that was most suc- 
cessful, being used now as a citation 
of what an annual should be in con- 
tent and arrangement. At Colby he is 
a junior and already promises to en- 
rich the fertile field of true literary 
talent. A year behind him is Percy 
Williams, Junior, who, graduatd from 
Newton in 1925 with many accomplish- 
ments written on his side of the led- 
ger. In the athletic way he held the 
managership of Outdoor Track in 1924. 
He also was prominent in the doings 
of the Alpha Gamma Tau. the Orches- 
tra. and the Glee Club in the same 
year. In a literary way he held honor 
in that he was a member of the New- 
tonite staff for two years, and held a 
similar position on the Newtonian his 
senior term. In these same sessions 
he was enrolled in the Drama Club 
and its allied organization, the Eng- 
lish Club. Also when the senior play 
was staged that term he was in the 
cast, taking the role of a pirate sea- 
captain. 

Returning to Dartmouth, there is an 
unusual instance taking place in Han- 
over during this week. The fraternity 
formerly known as Epsilon Kappa 
Phi, a local chapter, and having no 
national affiliations, is being accepted 
as the Ibirtmouth chapter of the na- 
tional body of Delta Upsilon. After 
petitioning for a number of years the 
local succeeded in convincing the Na- 
tional Board of Delta Upsilon that they 
were worthy of being accepted into 
the national organization. At Mc- 
Gill, where the convention met this 
summer, their delegation was notified 
of its admittance, and, in consequence, 
the whole chapter, formerly known as 
Epsilon Kappa Phi, is wearing the 
conventional pledge pin until their 
formal reception into the body on 
November 4th. The chief reason that 
they are being made a member of the 
Delta Upsilon brotherhood, which is 
a big. flourishing fraternity with little 
need to increase its branches, is the 
quality of its members. Here we lind 
the Newton thread closely woven Into 
the cloth for three members of this 
order belong to the Garden City. Her- 
bert Hansen, now president of the 
fraternity, is one of the prime movers 
in its absorption by the national 
group. His prominence is unques- 
tioned since it has recently become 
known that he is the editor of the 
* Dartmouth, “ the daily of the col- 
lege. This is one of the most respon- 
sible positions in uuder-gruduuto lit*

The attendance at the all-day Con- 
ference of the 12th District, held Tues- 
day with the Woman’s Club of New- 
ton Highlands, was somewhat affected 
by the conflicting duties of Election 
Day, a conspicuous absentee on that 
account, being the State President, 
Mrs. Potter, whose duties kept her 
at the polls in her home city of Green- 
field, but encouraging reports of 
State Chairmen and the genuine in- 
terest of those in attendance, more 
than made amends for lack of a larger 
company. 

Mrs. Joseph Congdon, as Director 
of the District, called the meeting to 
order at 10.15 and introduced Mrs. 
Edwin F. Gibbs, president of the host- 
ess clubs, who welcomed the company 
in happy vein, and then went on to 
state that the Newton Highlands Club 
would be 10 years old in January, and 
early in its history, realized the need 
of affiliation with the State Federation, 
to which it was admitted at the ten- 
der age of five months. 

Mayor Childs greeted the visitors to 
the city of Newton, referring to the 
fact that it was one of the oldest in 
the State, being settled in 1630, un- 
der the original name of Nonantum, 
meaning “place of rejoicing,” which 
he hoped the visiting Clubwomen 
would find it that day, and expressed 
his approval of the Conference meet- 
ing in a church, stating that of Cath- 
olic, Protestant and Jewish young 
people, only three out of every ten 
are associated with the churches, so 
that the more the church can be em- 
phasized in the community, the bet- 
ter for the rising generation. 

Mrs. Clarence W. Clark, first vice- 
president of the State Federation and 
honor guest of the day, styled herself 
the "under-study” of a very superior 
actor, or “woman of action,” in her 
short address, which was followed by 
addresses of five minute duration 
from the various state chairmen. 
Round table conferences of the 14 
commutes, represented, occupied the 
next half hour. 

A delicious luncheon was served 
during the noon hour, the guests being 
seated at small tables in the dining- 
room of the Congregational Parish 
House, and when a much larger com- 
pany convened for the afternoon ses- 
sion, Mrs. Congdon, Mrs. Clark and 
Mrs. Gibbs were all carrying beauti- 
ful formal nosegays presented during 
the luncheon period. 

After three selections on the harp 
by Miss Mary Clark, the guest of the 
day, Mrs. Clarence W. Clark, spoke 
on “Junior Membership” stating that 
the new movement was one not to be 
hastened and each Club must be gov- 
erned by the conditions in the local- 
ity, rather than under set rules from 
headquarters, and advocated the age 
limit for membership as 21 rather 
than at 28 as followed by some Clubs.

what young girls can do when banded 
together for definite work, and said 
many of them turned out better re- 
sults than their elders in the sewing 


and supplies given to their local hos- 
pital. 

The remainder of the afternoon was 
devoted to further reports from Stato 
Chairmen, including Music, Art, Pub- 
lic Health. Press, Literature, and 
Americanization. Reference was made 
to the musical memorization done by 
the public school children of Arling- 
ton during the last two years and the 
exceedingly high place taken by the 
art workers in Newton, particularly 
so in the hostess Club. 

When the chairman of Public Health 
came forward to speak, she told or a 
woman in the district who went on 
a 17 mile Club “hike” on a certain day 
and attended a dance that evening, 
stating she felt that was really Re- 
creation rather than wreckreatlon re- 
ferred to by one of the speakers In 
the morning.

The 
idea of super-power Is controlling the 
thought of our own time and nation. 
It Is not communism nor socialism, 
but a new order is evolving, in which 
the whole power of the community 
be used by all citizens with possibil- 
ities of health, happiness and pros- 
perity for all, not merely for the few. 

At the close of the address Miss 
Florence Owen sang three songs most 
delightfully, accompanied on the piano 
by her mother. Miss Owen has won 
in the both the Massachuetts and New 
England contests for contralto voices 
for students under twenty-four years, 
and on Monday will compete again In 
Philadelphia with contralto singers 
from all over the country. Newton 
is very proud of her! 


The meeting of the past week of 
the Auburndale Woman’s Club was of 
particular interest to the mothers of 
the Club.

Alderman Hodgdon said, “that he 
did not agree with Alderman Fitst.

The 
street at the point where the station 
would be located is not very safe. Just 
because the applicant is a member of 
the Board, he should not be discrim- 
inated against. He had the courage 
to make the application in his own 
name instead of hiding behind some 
other person’s name. We should vote 
on this petition on its merits.” 

Alderman Gallagher said, "Mr. 
Leahy has come here with clean 
hands. He asks for the station as a 
citizen of Newton In conjunction with 
his small business. He conducted his 
business in Warwick road before the 
zoning, but had to get out. Why can’t 
we grant a permit for a gasoline sta- 
tion to a poor man, when we have very 
often granted such permits to men 
with fat bank accounts, who simply 
got options on properties and then 
turned such properties over to others 
after obtaining permits for gasoline 
stations, and then came hack after 
other permits. If we grant this per- 
mit, it will make an open corner at 
this place. We will be establishing 
no precedent in granting such a per- 
mit to a member of the Board. Mr. 
Hubbard, when he was a member of 
the aldermen, came back year after 
year ror a ‘Sixth Class Liquor Li- 
cense’, a license which in those days 
was remunerative. We should not 
have to forfeit all our rights because 
we are members of the Board.

• Most of the contractors competing 
against Zappe for this Job, are skepti- 
cal about his ability to make a suc- 
cess of these new methods. The al- 
dermen had enough confidence in hint 
to virtually award him the contract 
hv appropriating only $15,000, for this 
work. His hid was the only one low 
enough to be covered by this appro- 
priation.” 

Unfortunately for Mr. Zappe’s plan, 
many stones were encountered as the 
work progressed. These stones were 
too large to he sucked out by the 
pump in use. Also, water in sufficient 
volume did not seep into the excavation 
permit the pump being run except 
at intervals. So, in the GRAPHIC of 
September 17 another item appeared 
under "About Town.” It read- 

"The contractor who is sinking the 
new supply well for Newton's water 
system on the reservation at Need- 
ham, is not meeting with much suc- 
cess in his unique method. He 
planned to remove the earth by means 
of a suction dredge and to sink the 
concrete shell of the well into the 
ground section by section. There is 
not enough water seeping into the ex- 
cavation to permit the suction pro- 
cess. It is probable it' a level of about 
10 feet below the surface could be 
reached, sufficient water would seep 
into the hole, but it looks now as 
if hand or power shovel digging will 
have to he resorted to." 

Tliis item brought to the GRAPHIC 

letter of protest. Not from Mr. 
Zappe, but from a resident of Newton- 
ville. The letter said, — 

Editor Newton Graphic, 

Dear Sir:— . 

"We note in last Friday’s issue n 
derogatory item regarding the» new 
well on the Needham Reservation, and 
we furnished the pumping equip- 
ment, we are interested. The writer has 
been on the job several times, and we 
respectfully suggest that your reporter 
be more careful in giving his opinion 
on Engineering matters. Evidently he 
knows very little of these methods, or 
the plan, and he has damaged us by 
the premature statement that — ‘the 
contractor is not meeting with much 
success in his unique method, and that 
it is probable that hand or power 
shovel digging will lie necessary.’ In 
the first place, this is not a unique 
method, hut one which has been dem- 
onstrated in thousands of eases, and 
a regular process for sand and gravel 
excavation. He shows his ignorance 
in that detail. 

"Hand, or power shovel digging 
would certainly prove interesting in 
the bottom of a well with 10 ft. or 20 
ft. of water. He shows his ignorance 
in that detail also. 

"Now, as a matter of fact, the pump- 
irg is working satisfactorily, and 
when the contractor, C. A. Zappe. Inc., 
I excavates more material, he will prob- 
lably have plenty of water, for that is 
j what the well must give, and in any 
event, some of the pumped water is 
being returned to the well to make up 
the present deficiency. You newspaper 
men think you know everything*about 
everything, but you certainly do not, 
particularly about Engineering mat- 
ters, and you should be more careful 
in getting into this kind of reporting. 

"Mr. Whitney expects to obtain a 
measure of the inflow at this well from 
the capacity of our pump in removing 


Early last summer, as a result of 
investigations made by the special 
alderman ic committee appointed to de- 
vise ways and means to improve the 
water supply and system of this city, 
it was decided to construct another 
large well on the water reservation at 
Needham. Accordingly bids were in- i the water, and we expect to find plenty 


vited for a well 33 feet inside dia- 
meter, 40 feet in depth, with a wall of 
reinforced concrete 16 inches thick. 
Rids were received from a number of 
contractors. The lowest bid was that 
of Christian Zappe. $11,400. The sec- 
ond lowest hid was that of the John 
McDonald Construction Company. 
$17,432. The next bid was $22,200 and 
the highest hid was $47,500. It was 
decided to award the contract to Mr. 
Zappe, so, at the aldermanic meeting 
of July ID the sum of $15,000 was ap- 
propriated. 

Work on the well was started dur- 
ing August and the job was supposed 
to be finished by the last of October. 
The site of the well is several hundred 
yards south of the Charles River on 
the Needham side, where the slope of 
the land towards Needham begins. 
Officials of the Water Department had 
made borings and ascertained that the 
site chosen was coarse gravel. Mr. 
Zappe planned to dig the well by us- 
ing a 6 inch rotary pump to suck the 
gravel out. A Ford tractor furnished 
the power. In the GRAPHIC of Au- 
gust 13. under "About Town" was this 
item — 

"A unique method is being used by 
Christian Zappe in building the new 
supply well for the Newton water sys- 
tem, near Kenrick Bridge at Need- 
ham. His very low bid was based on 
the supposed savings which this meth- 
od will produce over ordinary exca- 
vating and construction methods. In- 
stead of digging the huge hole by 
hand or by steam shovel, Zappe will 
resort to hydraulic dredging which he 
believes will in; successful as the land 
where the well is located is composed 
of sand and gravel and much water 
will seep into it as it is being exca- 
vated. 

"The wall of the well will be of 
16-inch reinforced concrete. Mr. Zappe 
Plans to first construct the lowest 
section of the wall. This section will 
have its lower edge bevelled and cov- 
ered with sheet steel. As the gravel 
is sucked out of the well, this section 
will sink into the ground. When it 
drops sufficiently low, another section 
will he constructed on top of it. Each 
successive section, as built, will be 
bonded outo the section next lower by 
the steel reinforcing rods.

of it. even up to 2,500,000 gallons per 
day. However, this day refers to 24 
hours in Engineering parlance, and 
not to the S hours specified by tjie la- 
bor unions. 

“Please accept the above in good 
spirit, and for your guidance. . . 

Partly because of lack of water dur- 
ing the first weeks the job was in 
process, and partly because the pump 
was not large or powerful enough to 
suck up the hundreds of stones met, 
the work proceeded very slowly. Two 
weeks ago, after the work had been 
underway about two months, the well 
not over half excavated and but, two 
sections of the wall constructed, Mr. 
Zappe decided to adopt a different 
method, after vainly trying to obtain 
a larger pump. Accordingly he pro- 
cured a large derrick, a clam-shell 
dredge bucket and a steam engine. 
Work with this equipment started 
early last week and good progress has 
been since made. 

We regret that Mr. Zappe did not 
meet with better success in his ori- 
ginal plan. He had the courage to 
take a chance on a method different 
bom that which his competing bidders 
would have used, and confident that 
this method would be practicable, he 
took the contract at a figure that 
meant an appreciable saving to tax- 
payers of Newton. We are sorry that 
unexpected obstacles deterred him. 
Some persons have prophesied that 
the friction of the surrounding earth 
will prevent the sections of the well 
wall from sinking down to the re- 
quired 40 feet, but present indications 
seem to point that this difficulty will 
not be encountered. 

Even though our Newtonville critic 
asserted that we were ignorant,, the 
fact that power shovel digging was 
resorted to, would seem to show that 
we did know a little concerning what 
we were talking about, and that our 
statement was not premature. We ad- 
mit that we know very little about 
Engineering matters, nor do we pro- 
fess to "know everything about every- 
thing." But in this case we did know 
something. We agree with the New- 
tonvllh gentleman that "hand or 
power shovel digging would certainly 
prove interesting in 10 feet or 20 feet 
of water." But we showed no Ignor- 
ance In this detail. We. had no idea 
that Mr. Zappe would lie so foolish as 
to attempt tills feat. We supposed he 
would do just as he lias done ami is 
lining, use pumps to keep the level 
ol the water in the well low.

Referring to the petition of Grace 
Whittemore for a change of zoning 
on Whittemore road. Ward 7, from pri- 
vate to general residence district, Al- 
derman Madden explained that when 
this street was rezoned it precluded 
new buildings bfdng placed within 25 
feet of t lie street line although several 
houses now on the street are only 15 
feet from the line. He presented ail 
amendment to Section 571 of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance which will have a hear- 
ing nt the meeting of November 15th. 
This amendment is intended to correct 
an existing undesirable feature of the 
Zoning Ordinance. At present build- 
ings on a street can be placed as near 
the street line as any existing building 
between two intersecting streets. The 
amendment will provide that this pro- 
vision will not apply if a street is 
zoned for both business and residences. 
Mr. Madden Instanced Channing street. 
For 100 feet, or so. north from Wash- 
ington street, Channing street is in the 
business zone. Owners of property on 
the remainder of the street, which is 
in the gem ral ri Bldence zone, can now 
erect new buildings out to the street 
lino. 

Alderman Bail moved suspension of 
the rules to permit the confirmation 
of William Kerrivan ns Warden in Pre 
cinct 4. Ward 5, and William S. 
O’Brien as Inspector in Precinct 2, 
Ward 5. No objectors appeared to the 
petitions of the Edison Company for 
pole locations on Arnold roacl and 
Dartmouth street. Andrew Magazzu 
for an automobile repair shop at 184 
California street, and the Bnsley Lum- 
ber Company for a permit to store 500 
gallons of gasoline at 20 Crafts street. 

The petition of Marshall Spring for 
a gasoline station on Needham street, 
near Easy street, Newton Highlands, 
was granted. This will make five sta- 
tions within slightly more than a quar- 
ter mile on Winchester and Needham 
streets. Autolsts will not necessarily 
run out of gas in this neighborhood. 
Neither will the owners of stations 
there make tremendous profits. John 
McDonald was given a permit to move 
the Bunting house from Washington 
street near Hovey street, to Wiltshire 
road, near Jackson road. This makes 
the fifth house to be moved along Wash- 
ington street within the past several 
months. OveV 30 years ago many 
houses were moved from Washington 
street because of the lowering of the 
tracks of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road. The speculation in gasoline sta- 
tions and automobile salesrooms is 
now responsible for the travelling 
houses. 

Edward T. Jones was given a li- 
cense for pool tables at Mague Hall, 
West Newton; the Newton Buick Com- 
pany for a transfer of its second hand 
automobile license from 1263 Centre 
street to 6D Elmwood street, and the 
Telephone Company for pole locations 
| on Arlington street. The Edison Com- 
pany was refused a location for 2 poles 
on Endicott street. Edmond Joyal was 
refused a waiver of the setback line 
at 34 Auburn street. Hearings were 
assigned for November 15 on — taking 
land for sewer on Plymouth road; ac- 
cepting Rosalie and Country Club 
roads; widening Langley road at the 
corner of Ripley street; establishing a 
building line on Washington street be- 
tween Highland and Putnam streets. 

Petitions were received from Lester 
Brett to change the dwelling at 16 Wel- 
don road from single to double; Jo 
seph Jamieson for a hoarding house 
permit at 60 Vernon street; W. G. Gir- 
ard for two taxi licenses; Newton Tur- 
ner for a service station at 320 Wash- 
ington street; the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway for permits to run 
busses from River and Elm streets to 
Lower Falls and Commonwealth ave- 
nue. The Claims and Rules Commit- 
tee recommended leave to withdraw on 
the petitions of John Seioly to change 
the corner of River street and Mague 
avenue, and John Crowley to change 
land on Commonwealth avenue near 
Read court from single to private resi- 
dence. 

The long speech of Alderman Heath- 
cote in advocacy of the two platoons 
for the firemen with the replies it pro- 
voked, and the two hour recess of the 
aldermen as "a committee of the 
whole,” to argue the petition of Aider- 
man Leahy for a gasoline station, 
caused the meeting to last until 1.15 
Tuosday morning. Both these matters 
are referred to in detail in other col- 
umns.

Every Monday morning we nre pre- 
sented with a list of the fatal automo- 
bile accidents which have occurred 
during the previous week. Other In- 
formation Is given by Registrar Good- 
win that discloses the disastrous re- 
sults or reckless driving. Mr. Good- 
win tells us ol' the legal penalties im- 
posed and of hlH determination to 
make the roads safe for sane nnd care- 
ful drivers. It Is agreed that he is 
doing a remarkable work and accom- 
plishing great results In view of the 
many-sided problems Involved. 

After what I saw the other evening 
I marvel that the death record isn’t 
higher. There are drivers on the road, 
supposed to possess an average amount 
of common sense, hut who seem to 
lack any Idea of the rights of others. 
They proceed to drive their cars with 
only a thought of their own conven- 
ience. How they escape injury to 
themselves and avoid killing others is 
a mystery to me. 

The driver whose weird actions im- 
pressed me so deeply was approaching 
Players Hall. West Newton, from the 
direction of Newton. He was on the 
right-hand side of Washington street, 
like all other law-abiding car owners, 
until he came with a hundred yards or 
so of the entrance to the hall. Sud- 
denly he swung his car to the left 
hand side of the street and rolled up 
to the sidewalk in front of Players 
Hall, quite as if it was the proper 
tiling to do, and deposited his pas- 
sengers. 

Meanwhile other drivers, coming 
from the same direction with people 
hound for the hall, had 'driven past 
the hall, turned around and approached 
the entrance on the right-hand side. 
Imagine what they, and all other auto- 
ists who witnessed the incident 
thought! How was it that erratic 
driver managed to dodge all the other 
cars? Heaven only knows. 

Without giving the name or number 
I discussed the incident with Mr. 
Goodwin. “That was clearly a viola- 
tion of the law,” said he. “Everybody 
is supposed to drive on the right-hand 
side of a street and I can’t understand 
any excuse for swinging over to the 
left.” If Mr. Goodwin, witli his wide 
range of experience cannot compre- 
hend the mental operations of a freak 
driver how can the plain citizen ex- 
pect to understand. 

I suppose it must lie for pleasure 
and profit that the Boston Elevated 
has provided its trolley cars with 
chewing-gum machines.

LAWRENCE DEFEATS NEWTON 


Newton won. the toss and elected to 
receive the ball. Proctor caught it 
on his ten-yard strip and behind won- 
derful interference raced 90-yards for 
Newton’s only score. There wasn’t a 
Lawrence player within a yard of the 
blonde-haired Newton back, at any 
time during his run and his inter- 
ference cleaned out the path for him 
particularly well. He did not have to 
slacken speed once nor was he forced 
to take to the sidelines, and only had 
to dodge two men who had the barest 
possihlity of making the tackle. Clark 
kicked the goal amid the enthusiastic 
outbursts of the entire crowd of some 
eight thousand, who witnessed Proc- 
tor’s achievement. 



The Newton high school football 
team went down to its second defeat 
of the season, last Saturday, at Law- 
rence, in the new $250,000 Memorial 
stadium, before the Lawrence high 
school outfit, contenders for the state 
title, 27 to 7. The Newton eleven was 
apparently out of its class and al- 
though outweighed by a large margin 
it did well to hold Lawrence to four 
touchdowns. 

Receiving the kick-off on his ten- 
yard line, John Proctor, Newton star 
back, was given perfect interference 
and he reeled off a 90-yard run for the 
only score the orange and black made. 
Clark kicked the goal. In the closing 
minutes of the game, Newton threat- 
ened again when they recovered a 
blocked Lawrence punt on the eight- 
yard line only to lose the ball on 
downs. « 

Lawrence was rather slow in getting 
started, but in the second period car- 
ried the hall into Newton’s territory, 
and had a first down on the 5-yard 
mark. The Newton line held for four 
plays, but the officials gave Lawrence 
a touchdown on the last play, al- 
though the ball, to all appearances, 
had not been taken over. Captain Hap- 
hey, who made the touchdown, failed 
at the goal. 

In the third period, Lawrence scored 
again when one of Clark’s punts was 
blocked in Newton territory. After 
several plays, Captain Haphey scored 
a’gain and negotiated the extra point. 
Another blocked kick led to Law- 
rence’s third touchdown, early in the 
last period, Lee taking it over on a 
pass and Haphey kicking the goal. 

The final touchdown of the game, 
came shortly after, when Broaca toss- 
ed a long forward to Lee for a 35-yard 
gain, putting the ball on the four- 
yard line. Captain Haphey carried it 
over and kicked the point.

I used to watch t be horses 
during the day and hope they wouldn’t 
lie all tired out in t ho afternoon, or 
reu’l to he used on farm work ut 
all. On such occasions I got a chance 
to jog over the roads and see the coun- 
try.

13 year old son, Melville, who was 
riding with him, was severely cut 
by the broken glass. Ho was taken 
to the Newton Hospital in the police 
ambulance. 

This accident emphasizes the need 
of enforcing the law regarding head- 
lights on automobiles. A large per- 
centage of automobiles carry head- 
lights out of focus. Such lights pre- 
vent drivers on cars approaching from 
an opposite direction from being able 
to see the mad in front. As a result 
many fatal accidents occur. Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles Goodwin says .“that 
he has not enough assistants to en- 
force the headlight law.” In other 
cities, including Boston, the police at 
regular intervals stop cars on the 
road ami test the lights. Owners of 
cars with improperly focussed lights 
are warned, and punished if they do 
not heed the warning. Newton should 
follow the example of other cities 
and have its police warn those who 
drive cars with lights out ol' proper 

focus.

Week ending. November 6. Patients 
in hospital, 135; patients paying as 
much ns cost of care or more 61; 
patients paying less than cost of care. 
36; free patients, including babies, 38; 
patients treated by out patient depart- 
ment. 124; patiients treated at eye 
clinic. 10; accident cases, 7; babies 
born, girls. 5; boys. 12; social service 
calls at hospital 12. at homes 9;

As the figures show the hospital Is 
busier than usual at this season of the 
year, and yet the increased demands 
upon it are not because of unusual con- 
ditions but are due to the increase in 
the population of the city. One of the 
doctors who is a good deal at the hos- 
pital says, he always knows when 
there is a rush on at Founders, be- 
cause when there is the record keep 
ers are at work In the halls, instend of 
in the record rooms. One night at the 
beginning of the week, there was room 
for just one more in Founders. 

In numbers of babies born October, 
with 28 girls and 33 boys, broke all 
hospital records. October, was notable 
also for the fact that there were at 
one time in Founders, three sets of 
twins. 

Several friends of the hospital have 
9ent to it old linen and old cotton, hut 
there is need for still more and any 
having old white cloths to spare are 
asked to send them in. 

The library at the Nurses' Home, 
has had added to it recently a set of 
the Universal Encyclopedia, the gift 
of a friend.

H. Bigelow, the state health commis- 
sioner, outlined the program of the 
state in its campaign aganst the dis- 
ease and Dr. Mary Lakeman told of 
the work she is doing to interest the 
public in the matter and to prepare 
the public on the hopeful side. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Bigelow, experts are 
agreed that the state should he active 
in preventive work and educate the 
public in the matter much as it was 
educated in the tight against tuber- 
culosis. Study of cancer is an im- 
portant part of the work to be done 
and it is planned to establish six or 
seven state clinics in different parts 
of the state to make possible diagnosis 
and radium and x-ray treatments. Dr. 
Curtis stated that the Newton com- 
mittee has completed a form to be fill- 
ed out by doctors in reporting cases. 
Dr. West stated that the plans for the 
Newton clinic are not complete. At 
present the hospital has no facilities 
for the radium or x-rav treatment of 
cancer. As soon as plans are decided 
upon the public will in? informed of 
the times at which the clinics will be 
held.

Erl ward Cornelius Briggs, M.D., 
D.M.D., died at his home, 81 Old Or- 
chard road, Chestnut Hill, early Sun- 
day morning. Dr. Briggs is known 
the world over for his devotion to the 
profession of medicine and for his 
pioneer work of the last century In 
bringing the ethical standards of the 
profession to Its present high stand- 
ard. For the last year the doctor had 
not been well. 

Dr. Briggs was born in Lawrence, 
Mass., on Sept. 6, 1856. He was the 
son of Caleb Tucker Briggs and Emily 
(Poor) Briggs. After preparation in 
the public and private schools, he en- j 
tered the Harvard Dental School from 
which he graduated in 1878. He took 
H decree from the Harvard Medical 
School two years later. Shortly after- 
wards, In conjunction with other ac- 
tivities, he accepted appointment as 
professor of materia medlca and of 
therapeutics on the faculty of the den- 
tal school. There he remained for 35 
years, his teaching lasting from 1880 
to 1915. At the time of his death he , 
was professor emeritus. 

]>r. Briggs was a member of the fol- 
lowing societies: Massachusetts Medi- 
cal Society, Society of Stomatologists, 1 
Society of Odontologists, Society of 
Mayflower Descendants, Society of 
Colonial Wards, The Country Club, 
Brookline, the Harvard Club of Bos- 
ton. 

1 ’he immediate relatives surviving 
him are Mrs. Briggs, who was Ethel 
McClure; his son, Templeton Briggs 
of Cincinnati, O.; a daughter, Mrs. 
Charles W. Hubbard Jr., of Weston.

Late Tuesday night, or to be more 
exact, early Wednesday morning, at 
12.45 A. M., Serg. William Mahoney, 
accompanied by Patrolmen Gaquin, 
Green and King, raided the home of 
Peter Johnson at 35 Derby street. West 
Newton, and seized a quantity of ale. 
mash for making ale, hops, malt, mo- 
lasses and yeast for making the mash, 
boilers and other equipment for brew- 
ing the tasty beverage, and a number 
of empty bottes. Mr. Johnson is not. 
as his name might imply, of Scandin- 
avian ancestry, but of Slavic. He has 
been under suspicision for a long 
time, but the police could obtain no 
evidence of any illegal sales of liquor 
on his part. Whether some of the offi- 
cers on the raiding party, who are 
neighbors, detected a tell-tale odor, or 
whether Peter had too many visitors, 
the police finally concluded they were 
justified in raiding his house, and the 
midnight visit followed. As a result 
the patrol auto carted to Police Head- 
quarters 159 bottles of ale, three boil- 
ers of alleged ale in the making, one 
boiler of mash, one-half barrel of malt, 
sixteen yeast cakes, eight cans of mo- 
lasses, a number of empty bottles, and 
certain implements used in brewing 
and bottling malt beverages. It took 
the police nearly two hours to convey 
the seized articles to the police sta- 
tion. Several hours later, at 6.30 Wed- 
nesday morning, they again returned 
to the house and arrested Johnson on 
the charge of maintaining a liquor 
nuisance. He appeared in court Wed- 
nesday morning and his case was con- 
tinued until November 30. 

Serg. Mahoney applied for a com- 
plaint against Mrs. Hilda Golden, a 
daughter of Johnson. He claimed 
that the young woman obstructed him 
in the performance of his duty by 
snatching a bottle of the ale from his 
hands, threatening to strike him, and 
smashing the bottle on the floor. He 
also asked for a warrant charging 
Johnson with manufacturing liquor il- 
legally.

The writer has often referred to the I 
charm of the unexpected at auction. I 
When you think you have an invincible j 
hand, a bad ‘‘break’’ surprises and dis- 
concerts you and you only make one or | 
two odd. On the other hand, the game 
has *ts compensation, for how often 
does an apparently worthless hand turn 
out to be a big winner! Very often the 
one picture card in the hand is just the 
one to make your partner’s hand in- 
vincible, and so turn apparent defeat 
to an unexpected victory. "Never say 
die” is just as good a motto for auction 
bridge as for anything else. Here is a 
good example of the hopeless hand 
turning out to be a winner. Z dealt and 
held the following hand: 

Hearts — Q. 4, 2 
Clubs — 8, 7, 5, 2 
Diamonds — 10, 7, 6 
Spades — 7, 3, 2 

Naturally he passed, and probably with 
the thought: “Here goes game.’’ His 
partner, however, had a most remark- 
able hand: 

Hearts — A, J, 9, 8, 7. 5, 3 
Clubs — none 
Diamonds — none 
Spades — A, Q, J, 10, 9,5 
The bid finally reached five hearts, was 
doubled and Z’s partner redoubled. He 
just made the bid, losing only one spade 
and one heart trick. Z’s one face card, 
the queen of hearts, saved the day, and 
Z’s hand which looked so hojjeless really 
contained the element of victory. Never 
despair and never give up a rubber un- 
til your opponents actually win it. Un- 
til they do, there is always hope and 
that is what makes auction bridge the 
greatest of card games. 

In preceding articles the writer has 
often referred to the 4-4-4-1 tyjie of 
hand and strongly advised an enort to 
find a suit bid with such a hand, one 
that best fits in with the partner's hand, 
Here are two good examples:

What should 
Y bid? Y should undoubtedly bid tvvo 
hearts. This type of hand, 4-4-4- 1, is 
seldom suitable for no-trump, so ovei- 
bid your partner's no-trump with that 
one of the four card suits which offers 
the best possibilities. In this case, ti e 
heart suit is fairly strong and should be 
bid.

Z dealt and bid 
one spade. A passed and Y bid one no- 
trump. If B passed, what should Z now 
bid? Z should bid two hearts. If Y can- 
not help the spade bid, he should have 
good help for hearts and a game is very 
possible. On the other hand, if Z passes 
and lets Y play the hand at no-trump, 
his opponents may run off five diamonds 
and so save game. With this typo of 
hand, 4-4-4- 1, try to find the suit bid 
that best fits the combined hands. If 
you do, you nearly always score game. 
Viands with this ty|>e of distribution 
come up very frequently, several times 
in an evening's play, so if you know 
how to handle them you will make 
many a game not otherwise possible. 

It's not often that a good fifty-two 
card problem is presented but here is 
one just from England and it certainly 
is a teaser. Fry your luck, but if you 
cannot solve it don’t be discouraged, 
fur it will puzzle the great maiority of 
players

So Pat- 
rolman Kelly now realizes that while 
restaurant may be a public place, 
the kitchen of a restaurant is a pri- 
vate place, not to be intruded into 
without an invitation — or a warrant.

Evidence Shows Dates 

Were Man’s First Food 

Before the time of man, the date 
palm flourished on earth, and Its fruit 
was the first food of man. Many 
references In enrly Arabian and Chris- 
tian records speak of the date palm ns 
“the tree of life.” 

Over 80 per cent of all dates are 
grown In Mesopotamia. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture lias been experimenting 
with dates, but It Is evident n new 
species must be developed hefore dates 
can be produced abundantly In this 
country. 

Date trees begin to benr nt the age 
of six or eight years. Trees twenty 
years old will hear from 100 to 200 
pounds. Only the female tree hears 
fruit and It Is necessary to fertilize 
the blossoms with the pollen of the 
male tree. 

Last year there were 63,006,863 
pounds of dates Imported to the United 
States on which n duty of $2,735,042 
was paid. 

An Arab eats six pounds of dates a 
day. The Import figures for the United 
States show that only about six ounces 
of dates per person are consumed an- 
nually In the United States. — Progres- 
sive Grocer. 


Louisiana Only State 

Which Grows Perique 

In the parish of St. James, a short 
way from New Orleans, is a historic 
and picturesque Industry, inflnitesi- 
rnul In comparison with many of the 
other bountiful agricultural crops of 
Ihe stale, but which Is peculiarly 
Louisianian, says a press dispatch 
from Baton Rouge. This is the pe- 
rique tobacco industry, alone in the 
world. 

First grown many years ago by an 
Acadian whose name the tobacco now 
hears, its cultivation has been kept 
up continuously ever since by direct 
lineal descendants of the original M. 
Perique. Cultivation Is confined to a 
very small area on the banks of the 
Mississippi, where n favorable combi- 
nation of soil and climate is particu- 
larly adapted to Its growth. This to- 
bacco. which finds its chief use as a 
seasoner for mixtures, is exceedingly 
strong, with a distinct flavor and 
aronta. Not many more than 500 acres 
are given over to Its growth.

South American Countries 

Origin of the names of the various 
countries in South America have 
been accepted as follows: Argentina 
— Spanish. Silver Republic. Brazil — 
from the Portuguese Brazil, a live 
coal, from the color of Its dyewoods. 
Chile — probably from the Quichua 
“Chid.” meaning cold. Colombia — 
named from Christopher Columbus. 
Peru — probably from Biru, a noted 
Indian chief of that part of t ho coun- 
try. Venezuela — so named on account 
of its supposed resemblance to the 
city of Venice. The early explorer 
discovered an Indian village In which 
the houses were built on piles. Bolivia 
— named for Simon Bolivar, a South 
American patriot. Ecuador — the full 
name is Kepuhlicu del Ecuador meaning 
Republic of tlie Equator. Paraguay and 
Uruguay — both named for rivers; the 
former means “the golden water” ; the 
latter “river of waters,” referring to 
the numerous tributaries.

COMMUNITY SERVICE 


At the recent annual meeting of the 
District Nursing Association the fol- 
lowing report was made by the Super- 
intendent, Miss Ross. 

TOTAL VISITS 11,694 
Care of the Sick 

8550 Visits made on 1070 sick 
patients. 

195 Mothers with new babies have 
been nursed. 

100 Mothers have had the nurse at 
the time of birth. 

85 Minor operations where nurse 
has assisted the Physician. 

Child Welfare 

221 Visits made to expectant mothers 

2402 is the attendance of four week- 
ly baby clinics. 

1932 Visits made by nurses to well 
babies in their homes. 


The actual field work for the past 
year has differed very little from the 
previous year. Our nurses have been 
busy either with the bedside nursing 
or child welfare work in the home or 
at the clinics. 

The really busy nursing months are 
usually from December, through the 
Winter and Spring. This year, the 
peak of sickness came in March, April, 
and May. In February, for the first 
time in some years, the storm made 
it impossible for our nurses to get 
about for almost a week except to 
cases which could be reached by the 
main roads or by train. Our total 
number of visits dropped to 771 for 
February, hut for the next three 
months, came up to nearly 1200 visits 
per month. The year before the peak 
of the nursing work came in April, 
May and June, which shows the varia- 
tion from year to year. 

The care of the chronic patients is 
one of the most important phases of 
any home nursing service but the 
Newton association carries more of 
such cases than do most nursing or- 
ganizations. We have patients on our 
list who have been under our care for 
years and we are sure that these pa- 
tients are in much better condition 
than it would be possible for those at 
home to accomplish. In one home the 
daughter, with the daily help of the 
nurses, was able to care for andi bring 
to a happy conclusion the case of her 
mother who had a temporary mental 
derangement and who would have 
otherwise had to be placed in an in- 
stitution of restraint. One patient 
with cancer was visited 162 times in 
six months. Two old people who were 
City charges, have been the constant 
care of our nurses until the husband 
died. It was then arranged' that the 
widow should live with her daughter 
out of town. 

Of course the mothers and babies are 
the delight of every district nurse — 
the only trouble with Newton is that 
the birth rate is too low and there 
are not enough new babies to care 
for, though it is getting quite popular 
to have the district nurse come iu for 
a week or two, after Mother comes

from the Hospital, to help her and 
Baby got adjusted. 

Our Child Welfare work should not 
be measured by numbers of visits or 
attendance at conferences. It has a 
much broader scope. Probably the 
most important Child Welfare work 
done is by the nurse when she Is In 
the home to give bedside care to some 
member of the family. It is then that 
she finds the little two year old still 
nursing from a bottle or perhaps he 
is not walking yet and needs the at- 
tention of a specialist. One little 
cripple, who a year ago was a sadly 
neglected child hunched In a chair 
considered by his not overlntelllgent 
parents as a hopeless burden to be fed 
but kept out of sight, is now at the 
Peabody home. A young mother may 
be struggling with a difficult feeding 
case and needs not medical advice but 
moral support to hold out against 
family and friends. Children sent home 
from school with impetigo are referred 
to the District Nurse for home treat- 
ment. This usually means a series of 
lessons in personal hygiene for the 
mother to make her understand that 
the best cure for such conditions is 
cleanliness. It is the District Nurse 
who finds the neglected child in the 
improper foster home and it is her 
task to see that the* right machinery 
Is put in motion to have the child 
removed and placed under proper sup- 
ervision. It is in cases such as these 
that the District Nurse does her best 
Child Welfare work. The clinics have 
gone very smoothly. During the Win- 
ter and early Spring, when measles 
were prevalent and the weather was 
stormy, the attendance was low but 
with the good weather it has come up 
and the yearly average is very good. 

The students who come to us from 
the Newton hospital for two months 
field experience bring to the work a 
refreshing spirit of youth. It is grati- 
fying to be able to say that all of 
these students are a? credit to their 
hosiptal and we feel sure that they 
are getting in our field a better under- 
standing of the opportunities for ser- 
vice that are open to the nursing pro- 
fession besides the chance to observe 
the work of the many agencies that 
make up our social welfare group. 

This year we have replaced our 
autos with new ones which might 
seem an extravagance if our auto ex- 
pense for the year were not $32 less 
than lust year, when we only bought 
one new car. Our mileage per day 
is about seventy-five miles, which 
shows how necessary it is to have the 
proper transportation. 

It would be very unjust to give a 
report of the year’s work without 
speaking of our StafT of workers who, 
by their interest and fine spirit, have 
made the work of the organization 
what it is. The three Staff nurses, 
each in her own district, are perhaps 
the best known persons in the City. 
They have friends among all classes 
of people and all of the Public Serv- 
ice Personnel regard the nurse as one 
of themselves who must be given the 
right of way on all occasions. This 
is as it should be, — for are we not 
all public servants? Our office is the 
steering wheel and it is upon its 
courtesy and efficiency that we depend 
for our contact with physicians and 
clients. 

Your Superintendent has served on 
many committees of the various social 
organizations during the year; one 
of the most important and most re- 
cently formed being the Advisory Com- 
mittee for the Board of Health; also 
the Hospital Drive Committee for the 
nurses’ team. The Superintendent and 
Miss Elliott attended the National 
Biennial Health Convention at Atlan- 
tic City; we have been represented at 
most of the local health gatherings 
by one or more workers. Altogether 
we can all look backward over the past 
year with a feeling of satisfaction of 
work well done and forward to an- 
other year of service.

TWO LECTURES ON CHRISTIAN SCIENCE

In the New Christian Science Church in Newtonville 
Attract Large Audiences 


The lecturer, Bicknell Young, C.S.B.. 
one of the best known exponents of 
Christian Science, had for his sub- 
ject: Christian Science: Its Redemp- 
tive Mission, and wad listened to with 
the closest attention by representa- 
tive audiences from the Newtons, Wal- 
tham and other nearby places. 

He was introduced by Wentworth P. 
Barker, First Reader of the Newton 
Church, in these words: 

This is a happy occasion for the 
members of this church, this being the 
first lecture to be delivered in this new 
edifice. 

We therefore take great pleasure 
in extending to the strangers and 
visiting Christian Scientists a hearty 
welcome. We are glad you could 
come to share with us in the feast 
that has been prepared. 

The lecturer of the evening, has 
served our Cause for many years and 
is well qualified to tell us something 
of Christian Science to which thous- 
ands yearly are turning for rest and 
drink. 

He Is a member of the Board of 
Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
in Boston. Massachusetts. 

It is with pleasure that I introduce 
to you Bicknell Young, C. S. B., of 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Mr. Young spoke as follows: 

There lately fell into my hands a 
newspaper clipping describing the dis- 
covery of a new disease. It was curi- 
ous to note with what enthusiasm the 
writer perorated to the effect that this 
was the only disease that had been both 
discovered and fully elucidated in 
America. All of this seemed to him 
a great boon for the race, and his com- 
mendation for the discovery and praise 
I of the discoverer knew no bounds save 
those of a restricted vocabulary. 

About sixty years ago Mary Baker 
Eddy discovered Christian Science and 
coordinately discovered that there is 
no disease, either old or new. This 
astonishing event, strange as it may 
seem to you. had to do with facts, not 
theories. It was purely scientific and 
ethical, and its high purpose was not 
tainted by any personal ambition. 
Mrs. Eddy was not seeking fame but 
truth, and she found it in the mental 
realm where truth exists primarily 
and exclusively. 

Always a Christian, she naturally 
accepted the universally admitted fact 
that Cod is infinite; but she perceived 
that the word infinite had been misin- 
terpreted to include both eternal facts 
and temporal things. She saw that in- 
finity could not include evil, for infin- 
ity means endless continuity, whereas 
evil means destruction. She was thus 
enabled to explain evil, — a thing that 
had never been done, notwithstanding 
that all philosophers from the earliest 
times of intellectual activity to our 
own time had asked themselves. What 
is the origin of evil? Mrs. Eddy saw 
and announced that an infinite cause 
and evil in any form are polar oppo- 
sites. She saw that they can never 
meet or unite or coalesce or be known 
to each other: and because she was 
compassionately aware of the crying 
need of humanity to be free from dis- 
ease, she took the first great scientific 
step toward thut most desirable end 
by announcing tho unreality of dis- 
ease. 

This should not be misunderstood, 
and need not be, for Christian Science 
and its operation in humanity’s behalf 
fulfill all the requirements of Science 
every step of the way and show that 
the most that can properly be said of 
disease or any other form of evil is 
that it appears to be a human reality, 
and that just because it appears to be 
a human reality it needs to be ban- 
ished, — that is, to be made unreal to 
human beings. This is exactly the 
right thing to do and is exactly what 
Christian Science does. 

You may at first doubt such a result, 
and possibly think me audacious to 
stund here and unnounce such a dis- 
covery, but you will agree that it’ this 
discovery can justify itself by proof, 
then its beneficent influence must ex- 
ceed that of all the other discoveries 
made since the beginning of the world. 
By way of unimpeachable evidence, 
thousands of Christian Scientists aver 
that they have seen disease disappear 
from the human body when the belief 
and fear of it were dispelled from the 
human mind through Christian 
Science. 

You may ask, What difference does 
it make whether we cull disease and 
other forms of evil roul or unreal, 
seeing that evil, including disease, is 
tin* common lot of humanity? Sup- 
pose wo bring the question home. 
Would it make no difference to you to 
discover the unreality of puiu ami suf- 
fering? Would it make no difference 
to you if instead of haviug to cope 
with a mysterious foe whose insidious 
at tucks could not be foresee!!, ami 
whose ravages could not be preveuted, 
you were to find out thut the foe had 
no more originul or real substance or 


power than that of universal fear and 
belief, and that all of its terrifying] 
aspects sprang from these objection- 
able mental characteristics? 

Just here, i am sure you will permit 
ine to say that I do not come before 
you for the purpose of exciting in you 
a transitory interest in a strange the- 
ory or a mysterious plan. We have no 
such theory to present, no such plan to 
exploit. Our purpose is wholly benevo- 
lent. our Science strictly Christian 
The object we have in view is to ex- 
tend its immeasurable benefits to all 
mankind, and we solicit your interest 
only that you may understand It and 
put it to the test in your daily lives. 
We are persuaded through our own 
actual experience that this Science, 
properly understood, will satisfy your 
hope, exalt your purpose, heal your 
diseases and bring you happiness. Is 
there anything more to salvation? 

Without study and investigation, 
without careful observation and com- 
parison. the chemist or physicist can 
make no scientific advancement. We 
are accustomed to this fact and entire- 
ly reconciled to it. Prior to the dis- 
covery of Christian Science, however, 
the world at large, even the exception- 
ally intellectual part of it. was not 
aware that exactly the same rule ap*. 
plies to spiritual advancement. Mrs. 
Eddy’s discovery that the works of 
Jesus were scientific and sequential, 
instead of being as is generally sup- 
posed, mysterious and sporadic, came 
about in exactly the same way that 
oFher great discoveries are made, that 
is to say, through observation of as- 
certained or ascertainable facts, and 
the method of discovery entailed the 
same unswerving allegiance to facts 
that has characterized great scientific 
j investigators from time immemorial. 

Prevailing systems of science and 
religion have held and taught that 
facts are derived from the testimony 
; of the material senses, and that this 
testimony is as real as existence itself, 
although much of it is inimical to the 
welfare and existence of man. You 
can see the tremendous gulf between 
such systems and Christian Science 
when I tell you that Christian Science 
teaches the exact opposite. 

Mnterial existence of itself indicates 
nothing of the immortality of mqin. 
and yet religion as generally under- 
stood, and the material systems of 
healing generally accepted, are at one 
in ascribing to material existence a 
divine origin. Taking this view, it is 
only another step, and, according to 
that false premise, a logical one, for 
them both to teach that the troubles 
of the human race must also have a 
divine origin. Then we find these sys- 
tems engaged in the attempt to over- 
come afflictions and diseases which 
they regard as legitimate and inevit- 
able phenomena in the universe. It 
is manifest that from this field of 
thought springs no flower of hope to 
justify tho Psalmist’s assurance, “I 
shall be satisfied, when I awake, with 
thy likeness.” 

However strange the doctrine of 
Christian Science as to disease and sin 
may appear to the casual thinker or 
unthinking person, the fact is that 
no other doctrine offers a single indi- 
cation of a way of deliverance. Tho 
belief in the reality of evil, the fruit 
of centuries of wrong beliefs about 
God, has been accepted without ques- 
tion. 1 say without question, for 
while we admit that here and 
there a philosopher, or true disciple 
of Christianity, or a poet perceived 
the ideals of Christianity, aud ex- 
pressed the hope that they were more 
real than the contrary experiences to 
which all seemed to be subject, yet 
prior to the adveut of Christian Sci- 
ence there was nothing definite in this 
direction; no discernment of Principle 
by which to Judge righteous judgment, 
no rulo by which righteous judgment 
could be made operative in behalf of 
sick, sinning, and dying men and wo- 
men. 

It has beeu commonly supposed that 
Jesus alone could exercise deific power, 
ami that he alone had the right to do 
so. But he taught differently, and on 
the very day that Mrs. Eddy an- 
nounced the Principle and rule of pure 
spiritual healing it became possible 
for everyday people like ourselves to 
achieve the naturul right and privilege 
of healing the slek ami saviug sinners. 

The very first case healed in Chris- 
tian Science by Mrs. Eddy nearly sixty j 
years ago proved this Science, proved 
the universality of it, and brought to 
pass what St. John declared iu Revela- 1 
lion, that Christ "hath uiude us kiugsl 
and priests unto God.” 

Mrs. Eddy's personal experience had 
convinced her of the futility of ma* I 
terial methods. Utterly disappointed, | 
us all must ultimately he, in the mix- j 
ture of truth aud error, spirit umi 
mutter, presented to the world iu the 
nuuie of both religion aud scieuce, she 
finally turned to the divine Mind ex- I 
elusively. She read the Bible iu u now 
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iight and perceived the deep scientific j 
significance of its teachings. Thus she 
discovered the Science of Christ. Chris- j 
tian Science. She tested it by healing | 
the sick and reforming the sinner, and 
finally gave it to the world in her 
book. “Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures.” 

With singleness of purpose and hero- 
ic fortitude she established the Chris- 
tian Science movement and became its ; 
Leader. Her wisdom and foresight in ; 
founding The Mother Church and the 
branch churches of Christ, Scientist, j 
as well as the publications designed to 
interest and educate the public, are 
becoming familiar to well informed I 
people throughout the world. No one 
can deny the deep devotion and unsel- j 
fishness of her work. It remains for 
us to carry it on by following the 
teachings her writings contain. 

Can there be any valid objection to i 
this mission, to this Science with its j 
encouraging promises fulfilled every 
step of the way? Can there be any 
valid objection to the proposition that 
there really is no disease, if that j 
proposition can be understood and 
proved? Must traditional and errone- 
ous views prevail over the advanced 
education which promises deliverance 
from evil? 

The Biblical record of the advent 1 
and career of Christ Jesus shows that 
both were disappointing to the mate- 
rialists of those times, who. through i 
their misinterpretation of prophecy. * 
believed that Christ would appear as 1 
a personal king to restore the ancient , 
grandeur of the Jewish race. Every- 
body to-day who reads the New Testa- 
ment with any degree of intelligence, 
everybody who accepts the Christian- 
ity of the gospel, can see that such a ; 
thing was impossible, and that if it 
had been possible and had occurred it 
would have meant nothing to you or 
to me or to any other person whose 
need is to be set free from sin or suf- 
fering. Just so in our time, the gen- . 
eral religious and medical belief was 1 
that the most that the prayer of the j 
gospel could do, and the only’ thing 
that it could safely be permitted to at- 
tempt was to confer a blessing upon 
material methods or remedies. But 
the advanced Science, the Science of 
Chri 9 t, — Christian Science, — had to 

come, not in the particular way or , 
ways that limited thought, struggling 
with its own difficulties, would have 
outlined, but as an expression of Prin- 
ciple, God. And so. born of God, born 
of good. Christian Science appears to 
mankind, announcing that the one God , 
is good and infinite, and that because , 
He is good and inflite. He is without 
any taint of evil and without the pos- 
sibility of conceiving evil. 

Perceiving these profound und in- 
disputable facts, the only logical or 
possible course for Mrs. Eddy in re- 
gard to disease or sin or any other 
form of evil was to anuounce its un- 
reality, — not as a mere theory, but as 
a scientific proposition to be proved 
by those who accept God as infinite. 

You need have no fear that this 
proper classification of evil will be- 
little your intellect or curtail your 
ability. Ascribiug real power or real 
existence to evil is in itself an unin- 1 
telligent act. Even systems of ma- 
terial philosophy define the first great 
Cause In terms of grandeur, immeas- 
urability. continuity, constructiveuess. 
If this divine Cause could take cogui- 
zuuce of siu, disease, and death iu 
any form for one Instant, its utterance 


would be after the manner of Jesus 
iu the parable. “I never knew you: 
depart from me. ye that work in- 
iquity.” 

I am not pretending to present in a 
lecture on Christian Science the 
opinions concerning the gospel that 
have been accepted more or less with- 
out question and without reason by 
many men and women in our own time 
and in previous ages. No doubt many 
of them were good men and women, 
but the very fact that they came and 
went and attained so little of heaven 
in their journey shows that they mis- 
apprehended the sayings and demon- 
strations of Jesus the Christ. What 
were they waiting for? One and all 
they asserted their discipleship; one 
and all they longed for salvation, and 
some of them had experiences more 
or less emotional which they called 
"being saved.” but none of them 
knew what was actually indicated by 
the words of Jesus. "The Kingdom of 
God is within you.” 

What does this saying mean? It 
means Science, real Science. It 
means that everything that could 
make a man or woman or child happy, 
healthy, and ever-living is not a mat- 
ter of time or place but already ex- 
ists. and is as near or as far as under- 
standing. or the lack of understanding 
may cause it to be. It means that 
health belongs to man from all eter- 
nity. and to every man. and to every 
kind of man. woman, or child. It 
means that the power to understand 
God and to live according to His law 
of health and happiness is an inalien- 
able right and an irrevocable be- 
stowal. It means that you and I and 
the rest of the human race who have 
been under beliefs contrary to this di- 
vine purpose and law have been de- 
ceived. fooled, — if I may be permitted 
to use the word — robbed, deprived of 
our heritage, imprisoned: and it also 
means that there is a way of deliver- 
ance — a practical, scientific, Christian 
way. 

Can this way be understood and fal- 
lowed? If it cannot, then the career 
of Jesus was in vain, and all our 
protestations of belief in him and our 
love for him as the Saviour of man- 
kind are utterly vain. Unless his way 
can be followed the gospel is of no 
avail to us. But the fact is that his 
way can be followed when under- 
stood in Christian Science, because It 
is a clear-cut way, a sane way, — the 
only sane way. Earnest men and wo- 
men had sought it. but prior to the 
advent of Christian Science it ap- 
peared to be a thorny way, full of pit- 
falls. and the steps of those who 
walked therein were clogged with the 
clay of materialism. That was evi- 
dently not the way but a mirage lead- 
ing to no haven of rest or peace. 

Jesus said to his disciples: "For I 
tell you. that nmuy prophets and kings 
have desired to see those things 
which ye see. and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things which 
ye hear, and have not heard them.” 

Christian Scieuce has given us eyes 
to see the real way and the under- 
standing to walk in it. but I would 
not give the impression that this way 
and this understanding can come to 
you without auy effort on your part. 
We can call your attention to the 
heritage. According to the Bible it is 
“incorruptible” and "fudeth not 
away.” but if you desire it you must 
claim it. There is uo realm in which 
you cuu do so other than the realm 
(Continued on Pago 10) 
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of thought or education, — using the 
term in the highest sense. 

In this behalf, nothing could be 
more helpful than Mrs. Eddy’s won- 
derful statement “God Is Mind” 
(Science and Health, p. 1111). It not 
onlv implies and provides for every- 
thing in the way of healing and re 
domption. but it also requires appre- 
ciation. understanding, responsive- 
ness. Understanding must he awak- 
ened in us individually. In this way 
the whole world will awake. Now 
while it is true that the world, like 
the man who is called in the early 
morning hours, does not enjoy being 
awakened, nevertheless, awakened it 
must he. and like that same man, the 
discomfort of the first conscious 
moments is soon replaced by the sat- 
isfaction of a clearer sense of life. 

The thinking that resembles God— 
and thinking is the only thing about 
a human being that ever does re- 
semble God— is the way, and the only 
way of deliverance. It was the way 
that Jesus recommended; it was his 
way. but his philosophy was not that 
of mere endurance. It had none of 
the taint of stoicism. It was demon- 
strable Science. 

He was cognizant of the material 
world, just as we are. but Ills impres- 
sion of it was instinctively and scien- 
tifically different from that of other 
people! He knew that the Christ was 
not a person, hut was and is Truth 
itself, the actual nature of God and 
and the real man. 

This divine Christ cannot be found 
in the realm of matter. The benefi- 
cent power and influence of the Christ 
cannot ho invoked through material 
means. You and I at this moment are 
thinking about the healing power of 
God, which available power appre- 
hended is properly named Christ, 
Truth. To think about it is a won- 
derful step for us to take, but it is 
not the final step. In a certain sense 
there is no final step. You cannot 
measure thoughts. They are not re- 
stricted by time or distance. We can 
think over hill and dale and lakes and 
mountains and forests and cities and 
countries and oceans, and even out to 
the stars. What a wonderful word 
Mind is! 

Do you doubt the power of this di- 
vine presence? Do you think this 
power insufficient to heal your di- 
seases. assuage your sorrows, comfort 
your hearts, remove your fears, and 
give you the kingdom of heaven with- 
in and without? The supreme natural- 
ness of all this must appeal to every 
earnest person. Its efficacy is certain, 
and every one may test it for himself. 
Entertaining these ideas with absolute 
sincerity, you will find that they ban- 
ish evil thinking and wrongdoing. 
They will even enable you to love 
your enemies, a thing which Jesus 
ommanded and which seems to have 
been ignored by the Christian world. 

In the endeavor to obey this com- 
mand, you will recognize that enmity 
in yourself is all there is to an enemy, 
but you will also see that when en- 
mity is entertained it is practically 
hell within. Is it not evident that 
here is the very root of war? Peace 


|i»tlier form of evil of which we are 

cognizant, are perpetuated by the fear 
and belief which constitute such 
large proportion of what is called the 
human mind. Mrs. Eddy in bringing 
to light the unreality of evil showed 
that the only source, substance, evi- 
dence. or law that evil seems to have 
is derived from human opinion and 
belief. This being t ho case, we ought 
to lie nble to see how important it is 
for us. who are thinking human be- 
ings, to learn to think according to 
Truth, according to Principle, accord- 
ing to Mind, according to God, rather 
than according to mere human opin- 
ion or habit. 

So long as systems of education 
claiming to he scientific religious, and 
ethical persistently tench the reality 
of sin and disease, and people accept 
such teaching, just so long sin and 
disease are perpetuated. Isn’t it time 
that mankind should exercise more in- 
telligence in regard to such things? 

The superstitious views incidental 
to material systems of healing were 
illustrated in a New York dispatch to 
a Chicago paper to the effect that an 
institution for the insane had lately 
adopted a new treatment. The pa- 
tents were artificially inoculated with 
malaria and when they had thoroughly 
developed the latter disease were 
healed of Insanity, according to the 
story, and then had to he treated for 
malaria. 

It reminds one of the old-fashioned 
doctor of wliftm many of us have heard 
who was asked to take a certain case 
and refused on the ground that he 
knew nothing of that disease, but he 
would take the case if they could get 
the patient into fits, because he knew 
how to cure fits. 

It is strange that intelligent people 
should associate the word science with 
such experiments. The Science by 
which true health is come to mankind 
shows that the priceless gift of thought 
should be applied solely to worthy and 
noble purposes. 

We are often accused of inconsisten 


lief, and those who believe in evolu- 
tion ns commonly tnught are equally 
Impotent in that respect. Whereas, 
those who In the light of Christian 
Science recognize that there can ho 
but one Creator, one Cause, one infin- 
ity. and see as a consequence that man 
in tills likeness cannot possibly be 
subject to sin, disease, or death, can 
through this understanding, as made 
clear in the teachings of Christian 
Science, heal incurable disenses and 
have done so in thousands of instanc- 
es, and can save sinners from incorri- 
gible sin and vice and linve done so in 
thousands of instances, and can save, 
and have saved those who were dying 
and restored them to health and life. 

I am not unmindrui that great men 
and women have believed and still be- 
lieve in evolution, just as some of the 
most sincere have believed in the 
Adamic story, though with less reason 
I am not setting up one human opin 
ion against another when I point out 
that both wore and are mistaken 
They failed to grasp the primal fact 
that infinity is Mind. Principle, Intel- 
ligence. and that otherwise there is no 
infinity. 

Matter is non-intelligent. It can- 

not evolve intelligence, for there is 
nothing in or of matter out of which 
intelligence could be made or pro- 
duced. All stories and theories as to 
the material origin of man fall to the 
ground in the face of the unanswerable 
fact that no stream can rise higher 
than its source. This fact is as true 
in religion as it is in science, as true 
in metaphysics as it is in physics, and 
it is as true in biology as in any of 
these. For this unanswerable reason, 
the theory that man, an intelligent be- 
ing, is derived from anything lower 
than intelligence, is preposterous, - 
and there is no other word to charac- 
terize it adequately. 

Besides this, the whole evolutionary 
theory is predicated upon the survival 
of the fittest, and as a matter of ac- 
tual human experience, the fittest do 
not survive. Materially considered,

would establish peace on any such 
foundations. But there is a way to 
abolish war. It lies within the front- 
iers of your own thinking. It may be 
briefly described in the one immortal, 
eternal, immeasurable word. — Love. 
You may believe it an impossible task 
to induce mankind to substitute love 
for suspicion and hate, and we ad- 
mit that the whole world may not 
change in this respect overnight. But 
it can be done individually, and it is be- 
ing done now. I can truthfully say 
that nothing could tempt me to hate 
any one. There are thousands of peo- 
ple in the world to-day walking this 
path of peace for individuals and na- 
tions. They are rapidly increasing in 
numbers. They are learning Science. 
They are overcoming fear and sus- 
picion and they are actively conscious 
of loving their neighbor, every neigh- 
bor. Herein shall ail “heat their 
swords into plowshares, and their 
spears into pruninghooks," and learn 
war no more. 

The necessity for right thinking is 
now quite generally conceded, hut 
who, lacking a knowledge of Christian 
Science, shall say what right thinking 
is? The average person told that he 
could gain his desires or satisfy his 
ambitions by right thinking, would 
most certainly conclude that right 
thinking, so far as he was concerned, 
would he to suit his personal desires. 
Christian Science alone brings to 
light divine Principle and shows that 
no thinking is right except that which 
recognizes that the design and purpose 
of the one divine and infinite Mind is 
good, and is equally good for all 
creatures. None are selected or picked 
out to be particularly favored, but 
all are blessed. It is ever true that 
"God is no respecter of persons,” hut 
God is a respecter of thinking.— or to 
speak more accurately, thinking ap- 
proximates the divine Mind, (Sod, 
when ideas which express the power 
and law of good, (Sod, are entertuined 
and maintained. If such thinking be- 
comes hubitual it constitutes the 
means by which man's unity with God 
is proved, and in this light the belief 
In disease disappears. When this oc- 
curs tlie human body manifests health. 

If there were time at our disposal it 
could bo shown that disease und other 
human afflictions and mistukes do not 
originate tu the material body. They 
seem to go on in the human body only 
when the human body is animate or is 
in thut condition which is called life 
or living. A sense of life on the part 
of the human being inuy be accompan- 
ied by a sense of sufforlng in tile body, 
but let that sense of life depart and 
there Is no suffering at all attached 
to tlie body. Tills shows unquestion- 
ably that it is not the material body 
that suffers or thut of itself is capable 
of suffering. 

The conclusion that one derives from 
such incontestable facts is that all suf- 


and beneficial and salutary and re- 
demptive in its teaching when the 
teaching is properly understood and 
put into practice, but iu the Bible 
there are many pages devoted to evil, 
—long accounts of wars, details of sin 
and vice, in some instances of the 
most revolting nature. Does any sens- 
ible human being believe thut God 
wrote those things in a book, or that 
he directly or indirectly inspired 
them? The Bible taken as a whole 
ami read intelligently shows how the 
power of good can overpower all evil 
in human lives and in human con- 
sciousness. and thus it provides for 
the inevitable destruction of sin. sick- 
ness, and death and the enthronement 
of righteousness, health, and life. 

In the Christian Science textbook 
Mrs. Eddy shows that tlie Bible begins 
with the spiritual record of creation 
and afterwards gives a material ac- 
coant of creation. These accounts are 
distinct, and eutirely unlike. The first 
or spiritual record is found in the first 
chapter of Genesis and in the first five 
verses of the second chapler. In this 
record no mortality is ascribed to man 
who is declared to be the image and 
likeness of God. Not until “there went 
‘up a mist from the earth.” as described 
in the second chapter of Genesis, did 
any other conception of man occur. 
And then what happened? “And the 
Lord. God formed man of the dust of 
the ground and breathed into ills nos- 
trils the breath of life.” 

To roud the Bible intelligently one 
must recognize that different writers 
in ancient times wrote according to 
their ability or understanding, just as 
writers do now. Those who were spir- 
itually endowed wrote accordingly, 
and correctly ascribed only good to 
God. Those who were materially 
minded ascribed evil und materiality 
to God. Thus occurred the story of 
Adam and Eve. It Is not an explana- 
tion or the first record of creation but 
stands in opposition to it In every re- 
spect. It is an allegory. If taken 
otherwise this story that man was 
made from dust is the oldest hypothe- 
sis of evolution, for it is perfectly

The desire for per- 
manent peace is wide-spread and right, 
but the causes of wars, ninety percent 
of which are economic, must be re- 
moved before we can advocate com- 
plete disarmament. Mr. Batchelder 
laid stress on the amazing power of 
the ballot, and emphasized the impor 
tance of the citizen’s duty to use this 


privilege In these days of almost uni 
versa 1 franchise.

men,” "Compulsory School Age,” 
"Wages for Prisoners,” "Tuberculosis 
in Cattle,” some legislation that will 
give the maximum health protection 
and the minimum hardship to farm- 
ers; "Old Age Pensions,” and close** 
her address by saying that we need 
fewer and better laws. 

Mrs. Rogers is a very easy speak- 
er. She said she wished the men and 
women would work a little more 
closely together politically. There 
should not be a men's party and a 
women’s party. A representative in 
Congress at Washington can not work 
for men alone, or for women alone, 
but from the point of view of a citi- 
zen. She stated that more hills were 
passed at the last session of Congress 
than at any other session in history, 
that the lack of friction was largely 
due to the presiding genius of 
Nicholas Longworth, who kept every- 
body in good humor. She apprehends 
more difficulty in the passing of bills 
this coming session owing to the 
many changes in the personnel of 
Congress. She said there is very little 
personal feeling in the House. After 
the fights the men are just as good 
friends as they ever were. She compli- 
mented the spirit of Congress in its de- 
mocracy toward all representatives — 
men or women.

Alderman llnithcote Reopens Dh- 
niHslon on Two-Platoon 

Alderman Heathcote made another 
plea for the establishment of two 
platoons in the Newton Fire De- 
partment. at a recent meeting of the 
Aldermen. All present know that 
his speech was a wasted effort so far 
as changing the attitude of the ma- 
jority of the Board on this much dis- 
cussed matter, hut the Ward 4 nider- 
man made assertions and insinuations 
which provoked tart replies from the 
objects of his thrusts. 

He said that despite the adverse re- 
port of the Finance Committee he felt 
thankful "that the discussions over 
the two platoons had been productive 
of some good results. If the argu- 
ments over the two platoons had 
brought nothing else than showing 
the need of improvements In the Fire 
Department, and the need for a better 
fire alarm system, the efforts for the 
change had not been in vain.” He 
commented that the trouble with the 
Nowton aldermen is — they pay too 
much attention to the advice of lay- 
men, rather than following the recom- 
mendations of experts, such as Chief 
Randlett. As evidence that the Fire 
Department and alarm system are not 
efficient, Mr. Heathcote asserted that 
on a recent evening the alarm sys- 
tem was out of commission for 20 
minutes. He told of the day last 
spring when the Newton Department 
was so busy fighting grass fires, that 
aid arrived too late from Watertown 
and Waltham to save "a poor little 
bungalow” at Waban. He asked 
Wliat good is it to have 5 or 6 pieces 
of apparatus at a fire, when they are 
undermanned that only two or 
three of them can be operated?” 

He chided Aldermen Gordon and 
Weeks for saying "that the Aldermen 
have no moral right to establish the 
two platoon system after the voters 
of the city have twice refused to 
grant this system to the firemen.” 
He asked them to explain their rea- 
sons for making such an assertion 
after the Mayor had recommended 
that this system he put into operation. 
He suggested that they refresh their 
memories as to how the question 
happened to he placed before the vot- 
ers by the "referendum.” 

He said that Mayor Childs did uot 
want this matter acted on by the vot- 
ers. but that Mr. Rogers from West 
Newton did. and had the bill to place 
the question on the ballot put through 
the Legislature in the face of a pro- 
test from City Solicitor Bishop who 
appeared against this hill at the re- 
quest of Mayor Childs. He said. 

Have we the moral fibre to stand up 
in our boots? Some of those who op- 
pose the two platoous were anxious 
to have the city subsidize the Mid- 
dlesex &. Boston $10,000 annually. 
Thanks to Ex-Alderman White, who 
had stamina enough to oppose this 
suhsidv, the city was saved $50,000." 

According to Mr. Heathcote, all op- 
position to improvements in the city, 
"strange to say,” starts in West New- 
ton. He opined that the two platoon 
system is bound to come, even if New- 
on is the last city in the state to 
adopt it, and he urged his colleagues 
to have enough moral stamina to face 
the issue and vote for the establish- 
ment of the two platoons. 

Chairman Weeks of the Finance 
Committee said he had no intention 
to rehearse the remarks he had made 
at previous meetings as the members 
of the Board knew his position on 
the matter. He said. "I do not think 
the alderman (Heathcote) means it, 
when he says the Fire Department is 
not efficient. Results count. Newton 
has the fifth lowest fire losses of any 
city in the state. The Chief says the 
department is efficient. Letters from 
citizens at whose homes the depart- 
ment has fought fires have been re- 
ceived commending the work of the 
department.” He said he had 
fault to find with what other cities do, 
they run their own affairs, hut it is a 
very weak argument to urge that 
Newton adopt something because 
other cities have adopted it. Each 
city should settle* its own problems. 
Some of us think the increased cost of 
$60,000 annually should not be sad- 
dled on the city at present.” 

Alderman Heathcote asserted that 
he had not been invited to informal 
meetings of the Finance Committee 
held to discuss the two platoon ques- 
tion. He referred to a conference 
the committee had in Boston when 
Mr. Charnock, the expert of the New 
England Fire Insurance Exchange, 
was invited to meet members of the 
committee at luncheon and discuss 
the problems of Newton’s fire depart- 
ment. Mr. Heathcote said. “Little 
Georgie was uot present at this meet- 
ing.” He stated that Chairman Weeks 
had agreed to hold this meetlug at 5 
o’clock on a certain day last August, 
hut that the hour was later changed 
at 7.30, and as he was at Duxbury on 
his vacation, tills change would have 
caused him to spoil two days of his 
vacation. Therefore lie did not at- 
tend. He felt that the change wjp 
made for the purpose of discouraging 
him from attending the meeting. Al- 
derman Weeks resented the charge of 
the Ward 4 member, saying that he 
denied the implication that any mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee wus 
not wanted at tho 
committee. He never heard such uu 
implication in the Board before, and 
considered it out of order. He ac- 
knowledged that the conference with 
Mr. Charnock was originally scheduled 
fo 5 o’clock, hut when he learned 
that some of the members of tho com- 
mittee could not attend ut that hour, 
lie had notified the City Clerk to ac- 
quaint Mr. Heuthcote of the change to 
7.30. Ho said no formal vote of the 
committee wus taken ut this meeting, 
only a discussion being held. Asked 
by Mr. Hcuthcoto if an informal vote 
was taken, Mr. Weeks replied, "Yes." 
He also remarked that he did possess 
sulUcleut Btumluu to fuce the “two 
platoon” issue, hoped it would be 
voted ou ut this meetiug, reulfirmud

mented that It will not be out of or- 
der to allow the voters of the city 
to express their opinion on this ques- 
tion again. 

Alderman Gordon, the second re- 
cipient of Mr. Heathcote’s adverse 
criticism, next took the floor. He 
made no lengthy reply to the asper- 
sion cast upon him by his fellow al- 
derman from Ward 4. His retort was 
short, but not sweet. Mr. Gordon 
said "The alderman from Ward 4 
passed a remark regarding my moral 
stamina. I would request that he 
mind his own business, and I will 
mind mine.” 

Alderman Hodgdon reiterated his 
belief that the two platoon question 
is not a consideration of the welfare 
of the firemen, but of tho proper pro- 
tection of property in the city. He 
thought that the members of the 
Finance Committee would take a diff- 
erent view on the matter had they 
attended the special meeting at which 
the Captains of the Worcester and 
Springfield departments had testified 
as to the benefits derived from “two 
platoons.” Alderman Bail again as- 
serted that as the voters of Newton 
had twice turned down the granting 
of two platoons to the firemen, the 
aldermen have no right to override 
the decisions of the people. “It is up 
to the firemen of Newton,” said Mr. 
Bail, “to sell the two platoon prop- 
osition to the voters of Newton, just 
as the firemen of Worcester, Spring- 
field and other cities, sold it to the 
voters of those places.” 

Alderman Favinger disagreed with 
Mr. Heathcote on the contention that 
Nowton should adopt the two platoon 
system because other cities have 
adopted it. He called attention to the 
fact that Brookline, which waB cited 
by Mr. Heathcote, persists in stick- 
ing to a town form of government, al- 
though every place of equal population 
and many places of less population in 
this state have long ago changed to 
city form of government. He argued 
that conditions differ in different 
cities, and each city should deal with 
its own peculiar problems rather than 
imitate what some other city has 
done. He referred to Mr. Heathcote’s 
statement that the Newton Fire De- 
partment is inefficient, and reminded 
him of Alderman Hinckley’s query put 
to Captain McEnroe of Springfield, 
asking why the fire losses in that 
ity. despite its two platoons, are con- 
siderably heavier than those in New- 
ton? He asserted that the Newton De- 
parment is efficient, and that figures 
prove it. Mr. Favinger voiced his ap- 
proval of the informal meetings held 
by the Finance Committee during 
lunch hours In Boston. He has the 
fullest confidence in the intention of 
Chairman Weeks of the committee to 
act in good faith with his fellow mem- 
bers on this committee, and although 
lie too, was not invited to the confer- 
ence at which Mr. Heathcote was not 
present, because of the change of time 
:it which it was held, he did not think 
there was any intent to exclude any 
member. He stated that Mr. Heath- 
cote was present when the Finance 
Committee took the adverse vote on 
the matter of the appropriation of 
money to inaugurate the two platoons, 
and that the latter had ample oppor- 
tunity to express his views. 

Alderman Grebenstein said that a 
month before he did not know much 
about the Fire Department, but that 
since he has had his eyes opened. 
He had voted, as a citizen, against 
the “two platoons” both times the 
question had been submitted, hut that 
now lie is in favor of this system. 
He asserted that at present the New- 
ton Fire Department has but one- 
third of its men on duty twenty-five 
per cent of the time, and that by in- 
creasing the number of firemen 
thirty-four per cent, the efficiency of 
the department will be increased fifty 
per cent. He said "Give the chief the 
number of men he needs, and he can 
place the department on a two platoon 
basis.” Alderman Gallagher said, 
“During the past few years 2S94 new 
buildings have been erected in New- 
ton. These buildings have added $12.- 
000,000 to the value of real estate in 
this city. We have added a couple of 
men to the Fire Department in this 
time. If a few men can take care of 
$12,000,000 worth of property, with 
the total value of real estate in New- 
ton estimated at $120,000,000, we have 
altogether too many ineu now on the 
Fire Department.” The vote was then 
taken on accepting the report of the 
Finance Committee, which was 
against appropriating $4000 to permit 
t lie starting of two platoons in the 
Newton Fire Department next month. 
Voting to sustain the committee were 
—Aldermen Earle, Madden. Weeks, 
Baker. Gordon. Favinger, Bail, Bliss, 
Norman Pratt, George Pratt, Fitts, 
Hawkins, and Hinckley. The alder- 
men favoring the establishment of 
the platoon system, and who voted 
against the acceptance of the com- 
mittee’s report were — Gallagher, 
Grebenstein. Heathcote, Hodgdon, 
Leahy, Noone, and O’Connell. 

President Pratt asked City Solicitor 
Bartlett for a ruling on the motion of 
Alderman Earle calling for the plac- 
ing on the ballot at the earliest pos- 
sible time of another referendum on 
the “two platoon system." Mr. Bart- 
lett gave the information thut such a 
motion would not be in order as the

At a recent regular meeting of the

The game was much better than the 
score would Indicate as Rlndge held 
the orongc and black at hay until the 
third period when Newton tallied 
twice.

Newton threatened near tlie end of 
the first period.

Three weeks ago. Newton could put 
a good team on the field, but fate has 
struck a disastrous blow to the team’s 
chances. Proctor, Newton’s most ver- 
satile back, is lost to the team be- 
cause of scholastic difficulties which 
at Newton are among the strictest in 
the state. C'apt. Andres' was operated 
for appendicitis last week, at the 
Newton hospital, although he could 
not have played again this season, 
because of an injury received in the 
Somerville game. Unless Spain can 
obtain parental permission to don his 
uniform again. Clark will do the signal 
barking against Brookline. 

But in spite of these handicaps, 
Coach Dickinson will have an eleven 
the gridiron next week, that will 
be primed to go. Forrestall, one of 
the bulwarks in the line got back into 
the game against Rindge and showed 
that he has not lost any of his stellar 
Ability. With the exception of the 
centre, the orange and black will be 
as strong in the line as at any time 
this year. And make no mistake. This 
lad Gatchell, who is playing the pivot 
position, has been playing a remark- 
able game since he got his first real 
baptism against Bergen of Somerville, 
last year’s all-scholastic centre.

Coaches 
Eddie Casey and Rufus Bond have 
turned out a very creditable '30 eleven 
and one which should supply consider- 
able material to next year’s varsity 
squad. 

Andover defeated Exeter 20 to 3 
last Saturday in the annual classic 
battle between the two ancient rivals 
in Prep school circles. Many New- 
ton fans awaited with interest the 
outcome of the game. Newton was 
well represented on the Exeter team 
by the presence of Francis anil Tom 
Gilligan in the backfield and Carleton 
McCullough in the line. Tom Gilli- 
gan. standing on Andover’s 45-yard 
line, tallied Exeter’s only score in the 
second period by a beautiful field goal 
from a slight angle. It was the fourth 
attempt he has made to score, two of 
the other tries falling short of their 
mark, and the other going for a touch- 
back. All of the attempts took place 
in the second period. On the first 
play in the session his drop kick 
from the 40-yard line ftas caught on 
tlie 10-yartl mark. Andover punted to 
midfield. T. Gilligan reeled off 12 
yards on an end run for first down. 
Three plays netted but a single yard 
and Tom tried another ilropkick. 
This one was caught on the 7-yard 
line and ruu back to the 30-vard 
mark. An exchange of punts gave 
Exeter the ball on the opponent’s 47- 
yard Line. Tom made ten yards off 
tackle for first down. Three plays 
barely netted another first down. 
Three more plays gained but three 
yards and Tom tried a placement 
kick from the 30-yard strip which 
went for a touchback. Andover punted 
to Tom on his 44-yard line and after 
signalling for a fair catch the former 
Newton star fumbled. Hih brother 
recovered and Andover was penalized 
15 yards for interference on a fair 
catch. Toni made seven yards inside 
of right end. Two yards were lost 
on the next play and an iucompleted 
forward made it fourth down. Here 
Tom made his field goal. He tried 
again in the third period but this 
attempt also fell short. Tom was the 
outstanding player on the Exeter 
eleven but was ably supported by Ills 
brother Francis and McCullough at 
end, both of whom excelled for the 
New Hampshire outfit. 

Although it is somewhat early for 
news of the various ice sextets, in 
passing we might notice that Harvard 
already is preparing for the coming 
season. As usunl Newtou will be well 
represented in the Crimson ranks. 
Captain Bill Ellisou, one of the fore- 
most defense men in collegiate hockey, 
will have as his aides, Clemeut Coady, 
present captain of football and three 
letter man at the House of John, and 
Henry Crosby. Henry is a brother of 
Ted Crosby, the former Harvard cap- 
tain, and like him is a splendid hockey 
player. Ho captained last year’s 
freshmen team, that held u clean slate 
at the close of the schedule, and was 
described as one of the fastest, most 
scientific players that ever entered 
Hurfurd.

Fifty-five years seems a long time 
to look back upon. Still longer to look 
forward to. When wo consider the 
changes which hnve taken place 
within this Inst half century we seem 
to feel as if we must have been some- 
where in the Middle Ages fifty years 
ago. 

To go back still farther than 55 
years we find that even seventy years 
ago in 1857 there was a demand for 
an Episcopal Church in this part of 
the city. St. Mary’s in Newton Lower 
Falls had been established in 1813 and 
there was a large church at Newton 
Corner, but between these two were 
long distances, and many people were 
shut out from the privileges of a 
church. 

An effort was made even then, in 
1857, and a seed was planted which 
has never stopped growing. Services 
were held occasionally in the Village 
Hall in West Newton, and in the Uni- 
tarian Church; also in the Lasell 
Seminary Hall in Auburndale, and in 
a small hall on Lexington street. No 
records were kept, and not until No- 
vember 6, 1871, was a distinct effort 
made to organize a Church Society. 
This was done by the call of ten men 
and a warrant was posted at West 
Newton. 

Who were these ten men? Were 
they representing ten women and ten 
families? History says nothing about 
them. They were there, they per- 
formed the work that they were ap- 
pointed to do, and they passed on. 
Others took up the torch and kept 
the flame living. 

The little parish was formed and 
admitted to the Convention, and in 
1873 it took its stand among the 
Churches of the Diocese. In April, 
1873. we read also that a committee 
of’ women reported on Parish Work 
at the Annual Meeting so that we 
may be sure that the women of the 
Parish were not idle. 

In January, 1872. a committee was 
appointed to find land for building a 
church and to collect funds for the 
same. This committee was Jeremiah 
Allen and James Ford. They found 
that land could he bought in West 
Newton near the railroad, of Mr. San- 
ger for 12 cents a foot. They were 
hiring the Village Hall from this 
same Mr. Sanger. Land was dia- 
cussed belonging to Sanger, Hough- 
ton. Kingsbury, and Allen. All lots 
seemed to be between the railroad 
at West Newton and Auburn street. 
Probably about where the Catholic 
Church now stands. 

Rev. G. W. Shinn, Rector of Grace 
Church, was always encouraging the 
growth of the little parish. He offi- 
ciated on Sunday afternoons very reg- 
ularly. and without his aid little 
could have been accomplished. Rev. 

S. Lester was the first Rector— ap- 
pointed in 1872. He stayed but 
short time. 

In 1873 the Rev. W. H. Kay was 
appointed at $10 a Sunday, but In 
1874 he resigned. 

In 1875 {lev. F. W. Smith was in- 
vited to become the Rector and ac- 
cepted. The church was then able to 
pay $600, and received $400 from the 
Parish Aid, and also $200 from the 
Diocese. Gradually the little parish 
was working ahead. In 1876 another 
committee was appointed to find land. 
They reported on Shaw street, land 
of Houghton, 12000 feet at 28 cents 
a foot; also on Chestnut street and 
Waltham street. The report was ac- 
cepted and committee discharged. 

In 1877 the words “and Auburn 
dale” were added to the official title 
of the church, and it became known 
as the “Church of the Messiah of 
West Newton and Auburndale.” In 
this year there seemed to be a general 
break-up; the Rector resigned, the 
Land Committee resigned, and several 
members of the Vestry. In this year 
Mr. Nathaniel F. Nye and Mr. Walter 
Ware became members of the Vestry, 
remaining in their positions until 
death. 

The Wares had been connected with 
St. Mary’s in the Falls, and were 
strong in the faith, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Xye were most faithful supporters of 
our little church. Every service was 
a joy to them, and nothing prevented 
their attendance. Mrs. Nye with her 
lovely voice and her earnest devotion 
was a model of what all should he in 
their relations to the church. 

In 1878 lund was offered for a 
church on the corner of Woodland 
road and Vista avenue, with a deed of 
gift from the owners. Mr. R. M. Pul- 
sifer also offered land on Woodland 
road and Oakland avenue. There was 
also land on Woodland road and Sem- 
inary avenue, also on the corner of 
Central and Maple streets; besides 
these there was the land known as 
the Brown land on Auburn street. 
Phis lot. while not so desirable, was 
considered better for the accommo- 
dation of West Newton members, and 
was selected although it was incon- 
venient to every one, Both Auburndale 
and West Newton. No one was satis- 
fied at that time. Subsequent events, 
however, made the location most for- 
tunate, for when Commonwealth av- 
enue was put through it touched the 
church property at one corner, giving 
the church a location (hat is with- 
out parallel in the city of Newton 

A large quantity of very handsome 
brown freestone was purchased from 
the Rowe St. Baptist Church in Bos- 
ton for $800. This very fortunate pur- 
chase was negotiated by Mr. Charles 
Edward Parker, u leading member of 
parish. There was enough of

received an impression of reverence 
and devotion and one felt that the 
“Lord was there." 

In May, 1880, the plans for a new 
church were presented to the parish 
by Mr. Parker and his enthusiasm and 
talent and the keen desire of all the 
members to have a place of worship 
carried the work along. Mr. Parker’s 
experience with tho Congregational 
Church made him more capable. In 
building the Congregationl Church, it 
is said, that the pulpit and the wood 
carving about the pulpit were the 
work of his own hands, and also that 
in painting the illuminated tablets he 
worked 72 consecutive hours without 
sleep. 

The Chapel was opened t'or the wor- 
ship of Almighty God for the first 
time on Michaelmas Day, September 
29, 1881, nt 7.30 A. M„ when the Rev. 
George W. hinn. D.D., of Newton, 
celebrated the Holy Eucharist and 
preached the sermon. 

In February. 1882, Rev. Henry 
Aiken Metcalf became rector of tho 
parish, at which time there were about 
40 communicants. 

Now the little parish began to en- 
joy itself and the years went very 
smoothly. Gifts came from all di- 
rections. Grace Church gave a bell. 
Mr. Dutton gave a sterling silver 
Communion Service which is still in 
use. Mrs. Darling, sister of Mr. Nye, 
gave a small pipe organ. A handsome 
retable for the hack of the altar was 
given in memory of Mrs. Fletcher, 
and a cross from Mr. Fletcher in 
memory of his mother. Altar linen 
and vestments were given by Mrs. 
Carter and Mrs. Parker and others. 
Also a pair of handsome vases from 
Mary E. White. 

The Sunday School became partic- 
ularly interesting as Mr. Metcalf 
showed great ability in training chil- 
dren; he was a writer of more than 
ordinary ability and contributed to 
many church periodicals, and was 
considered an authority on the ritual 
and the customs and precedents of 
the church. The Women's Guild be- 
came a flourishing branch of the 
church work and sent away innumer- 
able barrels and boxes to less for- 
tunate parishes. 

In 1S89 more room was needed; the 
Chapel was crowded. A committee 
was appointed to consider the building 
of a church or enlarging the Chapel. 
The building committee consisted of 
the Rector, Mr. Charles Edward Park- 
er, Senior Warden; Mr. Nathaniel F. 
Nye. Junior Warden, and Mr. Charles 
Willard Carter, a Vestryman. The 
committee wished to build a church, 
a rectory, a parish house, and a 
parochial school. As soon as they 
were organized* they purchased ad- 
ditional land for this purpose. It 
would be difficult to say just what the 
trouble was, but on account of differ- 
ences in opinion nothing further was 
done. 

In 1890 Mr. Metcalf received a call 
to another church and the Church of 
the Messiah of West Newton and Aub- 
urndale started again. The list of 
parishioners was sifted. Those who 
wished to remain signed a new con- 
stitution and a little later Rev. John 
Matteson of Providence was unanim- 
ously invited to the rectorship of the 
parish. 

Mr. Matteson had just been or- 
dained at the Cambridge Theological 
Seminary. He made a very favorable 
impression. He asked for a vacation 
of eight weeks in Europe before as- 
suming his duties, and this was 
granted. He began his duties on Sep- 
tember 6. 1891. 

Sunday, March 12, 1892, Mr. Matte- 
son announced that the vestry had ap- 
pointed a committee to take the mat- 
ter of building the new church in 
charge and arrange preliminaries. 
The corner stone for the new church 
was laid October 3. 1892, by Bishop 
Brooks and Rev. Dr. Shinn. The 
Church Committee consisted of the 
Rector, Mr. X. F. Nye and Mr. J. W. 
Bird. The specifications and plans 
were by J. Foster Ober, and building 
and construction was in charge of 
H. II. Hunt. Mrs. Henry Whitman of 
Boston was interior decorator and 
gave her services. Several handsome 
memorial windows were given, the 
one at the hack of the altar May 3 
1895, in memory of Mrs. Jewett, wife 
of Henry L. Jewett; the Masonic win 
dow in memory of Seth Kendall Har- 
wood from Dalhousie Lodge of which 
Mr. Matteson was a member; a win- 
dow in memory of Mrs. Lincoln from 
her husband; one in memory of Miss 
Lizzie Shinn, daughter of Dr. Shinir 
from her friends and pupils at Lasell 
Seminary; one window from the in- 
fant class in 1893 and the handsome 
reading table for the Litany in mem- 
ory of Lawrence Adams Jewett, 
marked "he loved his church.’’ 

Mr. Matteson remained with tho 
church from 1891 till 1914, a period of 
23 years. He was beloved by every 
one and had a stroug following, but ! 
lie wished for more experience and 
responded to a call for a more ex- 
tended service. After several months 
in which the absence of a Rector was 
keenly felt, a call was given to the 
Rev, Harry Beal, at that time located 
in New York State, and a graduate of 
the Cambridge Theological Seminary. 

Mr. Beal accepted the call and was 
settled over the parish from Septem- 
ber. 1915, lo April, 1917. Ho was a 
splendid organizer, and his work with 
i he boys and young men was especial- 
ly valuable. He formed an Altar 
Guild, and the Women’s Guild took on 
new life. He formed a girl’s choir 
and it was bin aim to have every one 
In the parish connected with at least

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the Hub of the Universe and one of 
the great centers of church life. Dur- 
ing his first few years as Rector he 
took advantage of his new opportun- 
ity for further study at Harvard Uni- 
versity from which he -received his 
Master’s Degree in 1920. In the nine 
years that he has been with this 
church he has ably continued the 
work of our parish and has made 
many farm friends both for himself 
and for his family. In his first ad- 
dress to the church he called atten- 
tion to the splendid equipment which 
this Parish has at Its disposal. He 
said, “Many a church well known to 
your Rector has dreamed and dreamed 
of such an equipment as* this parish 
has.’’ The Rector then dwelt on the 
tendency these days to leave the par- 
ish burdens of the many to the should- 
ers of the loyal few; and the general 
shrinking from the responsibilities 
involved in just this kind of work and 
leadership that the church so needs. 
The church becomes more useful 
every year. It has the usual coming 
and going of valued members, always 
experienced by suburban parishes, but 
it moves steadily and surely forward 
in its divinely appointed way. Every 
one who comes to us has an individual 
opportunity for doing good. He is 
not lost in a crowd, but stands for 
all he can be. He is able to do more 
good here than anywhere else in the 
city which is a privilege not to be 
overlooked. 

In closing it might be said the 
little Church of tho Messiah of West 
Newton and Auburndale is now 
church of over three hundred com- 
municants and growine daily.

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GARAGE CONDITIONS IGNORED 

Filling Station Located on Watertown Street, We 8 t 
Newton Without Permission of Aldermen 


On May 18, 1926, a public hearing 
was held hefore the aldermen on tile 
petition or Mrs. Lillian Cate for a per- 
mit to build a public garage on that 
part of tlte Cate estate bounded by 
Watertown street and Davis Court. At- 
torney Thomas Weston, who appeared 
for the petitioner, explained that no 
outside filling station was desired. A 
protest was made by a citizen against 
the garage being built close to the 
corner of Watertown street and Davis 
Court. A conference was held be- 
tween Alderman Lloyd, the then Chair- 
man of the Franchise Committee, Po- 
lice Chief Burke, Mr. Weston, and the 
objecting party. As a result, a per- 
mit for the erection of the garage was 
granted in June, 1925, by the aider- 
men: tills permit specified that the 
east and north walls of the garage 
should not come within 30 feet of the 
intersection of Watertown street and 
llDfcavis Court, and that the unoccupied 
land resulting from this setback should 
be enclosed in a low stone wall, to 
prevent the passage of autos thereon. 
The permit also stated that 2000 gal- 
lons of gasoline could bo stored with- 
in the building. The unoccupied space 
L t the corner of the two streets was 
created to safeguard pedestrians pass- 
ing by this point. The garage was 
rected in conformity with the require- 
ents specified in the permit, — except 
hat the low stone wall was not built. 

On February 15 of this year, Attor- 
ney Weston again appeared before the 
idermen representing the owners of 
he Fuller Garage, Messrs. Fishel and 
isher, who petitioned for an outside 
asoline station on the small unoccu- 
led area which was supposed to have 
een walled off to prevent the passage 
f automobiles. Mr. Enegess, who

for, but the majority of the aldermen 
had different recollections about the 
matter. The License Committee, at 
the meeting of March 15, recommen- 
ded "that leave to withdraw be gran- 
ted to the petition of the Fuller Realty 
Trust for an outside gasoline filling 
station at 966 Watertown street.” 
Chairman Bliss of this Committee 
asked that this matter be referred back 
to the committee for further consid- 
eration. 

Alderman Hodgdon objected to this 
action, but at the intervention of Pres- 
ident Pratt of the Board, the request 
of Mr. Bliss was granted. The License 
Committee held a recess meeting, 
again reported unfavorably on the pe- 
tition, and the aldermen refused to 
give a permit for the outside filling 
station at the Fuller Garage. 

Subsequently this garage changed 
ownership several times. A couple of 
months ago the new owners started 
another attempt to obtain a permit 
for an outside gasoline station on the 
small plot of land which was supposed 
to be walled off, but around which no 
barrier was ever placed. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it seems that the garage 
should not have been allowed to start 
business by its first owners, until the 
low wall had been erected, as required 
by the conditions of the permit. The 
present owners of the Fuller Garage 
(or the owners a couple of months 
ago) engaged an attorney, who went 
to City Hall and perused the permit 
granted for the garage in 1925. This 
permit as stated before, specified that 
the north and east walls of the garage 
should not come within 30 feet of the 
intersection of Watertown street and 
Davis Court, and that the unoccupied 
land should be surrounded by a low 
wall to prevent the passage of auto- 
mobiles over it. Evidently this at- 
torney advised his clients to erect the 
outside pumps on the land over which 
no automobiles are supposed to pass. 
His clients followed his advice, erec- 
ted the pumps, and have been selling 
gasoline therefrom for several weeks, 
despite the refusal of the present

BROOKLINE WINS 


Certain Boston papers devoted con-i 
side ruble space this week over the 
alleged pollution of Newton's wafer. 
One paper did Its best, to throw a scare 
into the people of this city by featur- 
ing the news on its front page on two ! 
successive days, that Newton water is 
dirty and polluted. The causes of the 
furore were statements made by State 
Commissioner of Public Health, Dr. ! 
George H. Bigelow, and a meeting 1 
held by residents of Langley road,' 
Newton Centre, to protest against the 
condition of the water in that neigh- 
borhood. Early this month Dr. Bige- 
low notified Water Commissioner 
Whitney that recent examinations of 
water taken from certain parts of the 
water reservation at Needham had 
been unsatisfactory: Dr. Bigelow’s’ 
letter to Mr. Whitney stated — 

"Recent examinations by this de- 
partment of samples of water from 
various points on the ground water 
collecting system of the Newton 
water supply show in a number of i 
respects unsatisfactory result. 

"A number of samples have been 
collected at various times from July 
20 to Oct. 13. the results of which 
Indicate that water of very poor 
quality enters the system at times 
between the manhole at the end of 
the 20-inch vitrified pipe line and the| 
manhole at the junction with the 
double line of 24-inch vitrified pipe 
at Kendrick street. 

“The analysis show a marked in- 
crease in chlorine between these 
points as compared with points above 
and just below, and a marked re- 
duction in the dissolved oxygen con- 
tent of the water. The water improves 
after dilution with the water from the 
double vitrified pipe line at Kendrick 
street, but shows further deterioration 
in the amount of chlorine, dissolved 
oxygen and Iron between Kendrick 
and the pumping station. The 
bacterial results also are unsatisfac- 
tory. considering the time of year and 
the fact that the river is very low, so 
that presumably no river water is 
(lowing upon the ground over the col- 
lecting works. 


"The results indicate that a careful 
examination should be made of the 
portion of the conduit between the 
end of the 20-inch vitrified pipe from 
the large supply well and Kendrick 
street including manhole at each end 
of this line Considering the results 
of the recent analyses, lt seems very 
important that a carefur investigation 
of your works be made at present, es- 
pecially in the portion indicated, be- 
fore a rise in the river causes a flood- 
ing of the ground about the wells 
when further investigation will be im- 
practicable. Besides, if there is any 
possibility of river water getting into 
the conduit by seepage without proper 
filtration it should be prevented before 
a material rise in the river occurs. 

“The water in the condition shown 
by the recent investigations contains 
so much carbonic acid that it is prob- 
ably serlouly corrosive, and the ques- 
tion of reducing the corrosive effects 
by cutting out some parts of the sup- 
ply should also be given consideration. 

"If it is fonnd impracticable to ex- 
amine the conduit and secure an im- 
provement in the quality of the water 
before the river rises over the ground, 
it will be adviable to chlorinate the 
supply." 

Mr. X. H. Goodnough, chief engineer 
of the State Department of Health, 
j states that cleaning the iron rust out 
[of the mains of the water system is 
(the cause of the disturbed condition 
| in the neighborhood of Langley road 
and an analysis of the water unler 
I date of November 8th showed that it 
was thoroughly satisfactory and safe 
for public consumption. 

The Newton authorities are alive to 
the situation, .Mr. Goodnough said, and 
are making every effort to co-operate 
with the State department in order to 
improve the quality of the water. 

More recent samples taken from the 
manholes mentioned in Dr. Bigelow’s 
letter, have proven to be free from the 
objectionable features specified. These 
j manholes had been covered with gravel 
to present the Spring overflow from 
the river seeping into them. It is

■i Yesterday morning on Claflin Field 
-before one of the largest crowds of 
nearly seven thousand that ever packed 
the Newton stands Brookline defeated 
Newton high 9 to 0 in a hard-fought 
and well-played contest.

Early in the second period Roger 
Gleason of the Brookline eleven kicked 
to Newton’s five-yard line. On the 
first play Newton gained a yard and 
Dickinson then sent in his first string 
backfield men. Gilligan, Macey, and 
Brown, to take the places of Perry, 
McIntyre, and Bennett who had forced 
the visitors to take the defensive 
throughout the first period. Clark 
then dropped behind his goal line to 
punt but Crosby, sub-end for the visi- 
tors broke through and blocked the 
kick. The pigskin bounded back into 
the crowd and the officials awarded a 
safety to Brookline for the first two 
points. 

Thereafter Newton played with a 
determination and display of fight that 
has not been seen for some time by 
local fans and they voiced their ap- 
proval and lent encouragement to the 
utmost.

Horen something which I have 
hoped for some time to hoc Newton 
adopt. I am taking thin occasion to 
write of it because it is as propitious 
a moment ns I know. We are ap- 
proaching the end of the calendar 
year and municipal governments, civic 
bodies and organizations in general 
nre beginning to think about annual 
reports. These are good things, for 
by them wo are able to gaugo our 
progress, or failure to advance as we 
should, whichever it may be. 

The various departments of Newton 
will have a lot of information which 
will be contained In printed docu- 
ments and which will tell of this, 
that and the other — all important to 
the tax payer. But the unfortunate 
part ol' it is that the length of time 
required for printing makes the ap- 
pearance of this book or pamphlet a 
trifle tardy. Usually, when it appears 
for distribution it has come to be re- 
garded as “old stuff.” 

Now then. Governor Fuller has had 
the State departments prepare for him 
data and information which is most 
enlightening to taxpayers. It has 
been made public this week. Every- 
body admits that Governor Fuller is 
a wonderful executive If he thinks 
that the public should know at the 
end of a year some of the things that 
the state, through its various 
branches, has done, it may be reason- 
ably assumed that the Idea is worth 
while. 

Very well then, why does not New- 
ton take up the idea. Let each de- 
partment prepare a summary of its 
year’s work for 1926. It need not 
necessarily be a lengthy document, 
burdened with tables, but a brief and 
comprehensive idea of how the appro- 
priations have been expended, what 
has been accomplished and what the 
aims of the city may be. 

Now is the time for City Hall to 
stir itself. It may entail some ad- 
ditional work, but the heads of de- 
partments in Newton are not the men 
to offer that excuse. I believe every 
one of them would gladly present an 
advance report, let us call it, so that 
all classes of citizens may he aroused 
and the interests of the city advanced. 

Psychologists tell us that it is 
a queer mental twist that causes cer- 
tain people to employ exaggeration 
in describing some ordinary happen- 
ing. We know -of several individuals 
who are given to embroidering the 
plain facts with some ideas of their 
own. They, it appears, cannot deal 
in simple word pictures, but must 
put in the brilliant colors. It may 
be that they wish to make onr eyes 
protrude. Or perhaps they want to 
give us ’a thrill which they think we 
would enjoy and which would he in 
nocent enough in every way. 

The other day a young man took 
great pains to relate an incident 
which he contended had come under 
his observation. He was confident 1 
would get a great “kick” out of the 
telling and laid it on thick. Now it 
was not. as he thought, a new story 
to me, but one of which I had intimate 
knowledge. Instead of calling hi 
down for allowing his imagination to 
work overtime I sat still, apparently 
absorbing all the details, until he had 
finished. 

Did I then preach him a sermon on 
the futility of “fibbing"? I did not. 
I knew it would be useless. He has 
one of those high-geared imaginations 
and can’t help himself. And, 1 find, 
there are now few people in this 
world who have a similar feeling. 
They must have “high lights” and 
have them in plenty. Men and women, 
young and old. are equally guilty, if 
guilt it may lie called, and they keep 
going, as long as their fancy per- 
mits. 

How do you account for it?” some- 
body may ask. I never attempt a 
solution. I simply recall the words 
of Poobuh in Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
“Mikado.” You may remember. KoKc 
accuses Poobah with having deceived 
the Mikado himself with an account 
of the execution which was untrue in 
that it overstated the facts. 

Poobah’s reply on that occasion is 
one which we all may well accept. 
He excused himself by declaring that 
what lie had said was “merely cor- 
roborative detail intended to give ar- 
tistic verisimiltude to a bald and un- 
convincing narrative.” 

I sometimes wonder if an hon- 
est-to-goodness reformer in striving 
to work for the betterment of his fel- 
low citizens is fully appreciated. I 
must say that I aui beginning to be a 
trifle pessimistic on that point. Some 
time ago in this column I sought to 
point out what Mayor Bauer of Lynn 
had undertaken and I said then his 
daring and courage might not be re- 
ceived with the enthusiastic applause 
it seemed to merit. 

Mayor Bauer started in by upset- 
ting all traditions. He didn’t want to 
be considered a “good fellow” and 
declared the job of Mayor called for 
nerve to reduce city expenses and cut 
down all extravagances. (I hesitate 
to use the ugly word "graft." for I 
do not know that it is in any way 
justified.) But Mayor Bauer felt he 
could do many tilings which would re- 
duce the city’s running expenses and 
thereby lower the tax-rate. This he 
has done. But lias there been wild 
cheering and shouts of “Attaboy!” No. 
there has not. 

This to me is not surprising. I 
blame it on tiie citizens and their 
spirit of indifference. Mayor Bauer 
bus found that as far as his private 
business is concerned lie has sus- 
tained a severe money loss. He lias 
made good as a chief executive, done 

I more than many Mayors ever thought 
of doing and t he city lias benefited. 
But are the people of Lynn grateful? 
j Personally I am not in a position to 
answer the question, hut from what 
I read and hear there seems to be no 
general movement to persuade Muyor 
Bauer to run aguin. 

And that brings up the question 
what do the taxpayers moan when 
they assure an Incoming Mayor thut 
they will support his program of 
economy? Do they think ut the time 
they will stund behind him regurd- 


losfl? If they do, why don't they 
stick? But. there you have It. And 
where does the reformer get off? I 
do not agree with the modern Icono- 
clast who asked, “Is human nature 
really worth saving?” But I can see 
how he got into that state of mind. 


When a regular reader of this col- 
umn suggests a topic it is my plain 
duty, as I see it, not only to accept 
it with gratitude but to adopt it as 
promptly and as ably as I know how. 
“Why don’t you write something about 
the late cars that used to run from 
Boston to Newton?” he said. “You 
were obliged to travel on them a good 
deal when you were doing night work 
and you ought to be just the man to 
write of those times.” 

I ngreed to contribute my share of 
recollections, providing he would as- 
sist me. He consented and to my 
pleasure came through with this one: 

“It was on the late car that used 
to run through Newspaper Row, 
Washington street, to Boylston, Tre- 
mont and Eliot streets, and then 
through Park Square to Boylston 
street again that I saw the funniest 
sight. Boarding the car. with more or 
less difficulty, was a fellow who Was 
evidently a laborer. His dress in- 
cluded a hat of imitation panama, and 
its cost, as I figure it, was under a 
dollar. This fellow dropped off into 
a snooze and was apparently all set 
for a peaceful ride to Newton. 

“At the corner of Massachusetts 
avenue and Boylston street a man got 
in. He. too. had been imbibing and 
had a hat of real panama. It was 
worth $25 if it was worth a cent. But 
this passenger was sleepy, too, and 
soon was curled up in a corner dead 
to the world. A group of fresh 
youngsters on the car saw an oppor- 
tunity for a little fun so they changed 
the hats of the two men and then, 
with all the other passengers awaited 
developments. 

“The first man was the first to 
wake-up. His sleep seemed to have 
refreshed him somewhat. He looked 
about and soon his eye caught the 
other fellow who was wearing his 
hat. He smiled, and pointing to the 
sleeping figure said. ‘There’s a guy 
that's got a hat just like mine.’ Every- 
body roared. 

"The conductor was ’on.’ You re- 
member how wise those owl car con- 
ductors used to be? He didn’t let the 
youngsters get away with it. He 
made the two men exchange hats so 
that each had his own property.” 


I can testify myself that the con- 
ductors of late cars had their hands 
full. It was a diplomat’s job. for the 
road insisted that decorum be pre- 
served and as yet as many passengers 
transported as were willing to behave 
themselves. The conductor had to be 
patient and firm. If he lost his tem- 
per there was sure to be a fight. The 
car would have to he stopped, the 
police called and the trip interrupted. 
The road wanted to furnish service as 
nearly on schedule as possible and 
sought to avoid trouble. Thus, the 
conductor had to lie “wise,” as my 
friend put it. 

It was on one ot* those closed cars 
of tiie old pattern. A man of middle- 
age sat near tiie door. He was con- 
spicuous for tin 1 reason that all the 
other passengers were sober. Among 
them were some men and women who 
had been attending a dance. Obvious- 
ly the women were undergoing a new 
experience in riding on nn “owl” car. 

“The inebriate at the rear end pro- 
duced a cigar. He put it in his 
mouth, produced a match and started 
to strike a light. The conductor 
opened tiie door, “(’ut that out.” he 
ordered. The would-be smoker de- 
sisted for a time. Soon, however, he 
attempted to light the cigar again. 
Again the conductor opened the door. 
"I told you to cut that out.” he 
shouted, “there’s ladles on this car.” 
The passenger accepted the rebuke, 
hut only for an instant. Soon again 
. he attempted to light the cigar. 

' “Didn’t I tell you to cut that out?" 
demanded the conductor, and with 
| that lie reached in. seized the cigar 
| from the man’s mouth and threw it 
out on the street. The incident was 
! closed. 

I Motoriuen on late cars, when I was 
one of tiie night patrons, had an irri- 
tating way of getting up high speed 
and shooting along, regardless of the 
hell signals from the conductor. They 
may still do this, as far as I know, 
for it’s some time since I have been 
a night-rider. Most everybody has 
been “carried by," either during tiie 
day or the night so it isn’t difficult to 
make the situation understood. 

A man, who was indeed sober, gave 
the conductor a signal to stop. The 
conductor rang the bell, but the raot- 
ornmn did not heed it. He was run- 
ning his car at high speed. The pas- 
senger jumped up and waved his hand 
at the conductor. Again the bell was 
rung to stop. Finally, the motorman 
consented to apply the brakes. 

I suspect the man was known to the 
Conductor as an individual of import- 
unes The conductor said. "I’m sorry 
this happened, sir.” 

“So am I,” replied the passenger, 
“but you needn’t back up for me.”

salute to tho flag. Mrs. Lyman greeted 
her guests. She made a telling point 
of the progress made by women in the 
last 150 years in demanding recog- 
nition of their rights ns human beings 
in stating whnt she had found in the 
old history ot' Needham -typical of 
every town in the state -of several 
years 1720 to 1788 or thereabouts — 
spent in securing from the selectmen 
permission to be seated In the meeting 
house with equai attention as their 
lords and masters how they first 
gained a part of the coveted balcony 

sign of distinction and social stand- 
ing then one side of the floor of the 
church, then the front of the bnlcony 
WITH their husbands — all gained 
from the first relegation to the bark 
seats directly beneath their husbands 
in tho balcony. Her aim was to show 
how we can today — even though slow- 
ly and through much tribulation and 
turmoil gain to even greater freedom 
and progress. 

Mr. David Murdock, the theatre 
manager, to whose generosity the 
gathering was beholden for their 
meeting, took quick advantage of this 
introduction, in his welcoming speech, 
to say that the women were now de- 
cidedly "on top’’ and not "under- 
neath.” flor the men admit they can’t 
get along without them, and that 
Needham and himself delighted to help 
the women for by so doing they help 
Needham, and himHelf — which was not 
really so selfish a motive, coming so 
delightfully expressed. 

Hon. Samuel H. Wragg. Senator 
from the new Mlddlesex-Norfolk Dis- 
trict. as chairman of the Financial 
Contmittee of Needham "which all 
know is a most generous town com- 
mittee!’’— asked us to imagine his 
presentation of the gold key of the 
town which he had been instructed to 
buy. He considered that women had 
been the workers who had caused the 
passage of the Roadhouse Bill last 
session, and of many other needed re- 
i’orms. He asked for opinion of women 
on Jury Service, as he wanted to vote 
as the women wished — to give it if we 
wanted it, to refuse, if we did not. He 
said he was not strong for the Refer- 
endum. And he asked that we be 
slow to criticize action on Beacon 
Hill, as changes in the wording of 
bills could make what had seemed a 
good measure anything but desirable. 

Mrs. Congdon, presiding easily and 
gracefully, caused a wave of merri- 
ment by her play on words: "don’t 
you feel well welcomed?” She gave 
some of the reasons why young peo- 
ple of Newton wanted to go to the 
Needham theatre — the seats were com- 
fortable, they liked their movies, etc., 
but it remained for her own daughter 

-who was unable to lie present that 
afternoon, to advance a naive argu- 
ment as to why the whole family 
should go there the coming Saturday 
night, namely, to see the stage where 
mother Imd presided. 

Mrs. Potter, introduced, and right- 
ly. as rallying to her flag many new 
loyal followers, quaintly addressed 
"all the distinguished people on the 
platform and in the audience.” She 
quoted the left hand motto beside the 
stage, ending, "what more could one 
ask?” She stated that in the days of 
Julia Ward Howe it had been pre- 
dicted that if women voted they would 
want to smoke, to wear short hair, 
and to talk on platforms — all of which 
dire predictions had come true, and 
the heavens hadn’t fallen! She bade 
us watch Lord Bryce’s challenge to 
us that he had looked into all the 
United States conditions and the edu- 
cation of the masses had not made 
them more conscientious. 

Mrs. Kimhall introduced Mr. Chesley 
York, assistant Attorney General, 
who said he was glad of one brother 
on tile platform, as he felt he was in 
no man’s land. Representing Gov- 
ernor Fuller, he pleaded for obedience 
to law, as being true liberty. The 
attitude of citizens toward law was 
the solution for the conquering of 
crime— a chain being no stronger 
than its weakest link. “DON’T NUL- 
LIFY your laws, change if objection- 
able. but OBEY" was his earnest and 
sound advice. 

Mrs. Smith, as legislative advisor, 
gave the reasons for the suspension 
of endorsement of measures for this 
year hy the State Federation, as 
enough to do to see through those al- 
ready endorsed that have so far failed 
to pass, and as seeking education on 
all facts before endorsing. 

Mrs. True Worthy White spoke on 
"Pending Legislation,” with its hardy 
perennials. Milk legislation, as to 
tuberculin tested cows, and as *to 
licenses for pasteurization; Govern- 
ment (so-called) efficiency, with the 
shorter ballot, which gives Legisla- 
tive power to determine how certain 
“minor officers” shall be elected, such 
as the secretary of state, attorney gen- 
era!. the treasurer, etc. (One won- 
ders just how "minor" In the welfare 
o fthe state, is the office that holds 
the purse strings, and administers the 
laws, should these "plums” fall to 
certain political bodies to present!) 
the Biennial Sessions, aud Jury Ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Franklin Porter spuke in favor 
of Jury Service, his chief argument 
being that women are needed there 
for the sympathy and feeling they 
could bestow upon unfortunate women 
or girls. Mrs. Frank C. Scanlon, in 
opposition, logically met this appeal- 
ing argument, hy calling attention to 
the legal fact that service on the jury 
means administration of luw, based 
on facts, however one wishes those 
facts were not true, and that womanly 
R) mpathj so culled would theq be a 
handicap and not a virtue. Moreover 
Hhe pointed out that this very charac- 
teristic of women made them un- 
suited for Jury service, iuentully and 
spiritually, a wanton wuste and toll 
of suffering to women to he regretted. 
‘‘Men Jurors huve been known to col- 
lupso ut the testimony, so why expose 
women to this ordeal?” she usked. 
Mr. Porter’s very fine-feeling almost 
worked against his case to his hear- 
ers, for with such men on our jury 
our country bus nothing to four 
through iniHcarriuge of justice, or 
through pitilessuoHs. Mrs. Scanlon 
ably answered the old cry of reading 
repulsive testimony in the newspap- 
ers, which would bo no worse heard 
in court. There is no luw that now 


forces women to read such testimony 
In the papers, and many, many women 
do not read It, but tho law for Jury 
service would make it compulsory for 
her to hear such testimony, regardless 
of her desires. 

Mrs. Roberts, director of the fifth 
district, closed the meeting, oxpress- 
lfig her pleasure at being present* and 

in the flowers given to her.

After the routine 
business, the meeting was turned over 
to Mrs. Howard Winslow, who intro- 
duced as the speaker of the ufter- 
noon. Miss Sweet, health director of 
the Y. W. C. A., who told most en- 
gagingly how to have a good time in 
acquiring and maintaining health, 
urging correct posture, proper walk- 
ing and sitting, and healthful play for 
all ages. She urged periodic health 
examinations. 

Dr. Mary Lakeman spoke most 
hopefully on the new movement of the 
State Health Department for a state- 
wide program for control of cancer. 
She gave a description of the Nor- 
folk Hospital, which the state is to 
give up to cancer patients of all types, 
speaking of the attractive rooms and 
charming surroundings with most 
modern and up-to-date facilities for 
helping and curing cancer with the 
radium and X-Ray, as well as finely 
equipped operating rooms. She spoke 
of our own Newton Committee, of 
which Mrs. Spear is a member, and of 
the clinic to he held at Newton Hos- 
pital in charge of Dr. West.

SPEC IAL HEALTH CLASSES 

The following Is an outline of the 
purpose of the Special Health Classes 
conducted by the Newton Welfare Bu- 
reau and supported by the Christmas 
Seal Sale In this city, — 

Purpose. To improve the condition 
of the young children of the Newton 
schools, who have been found to he 
physically below par, and therefore 
whose resistance not only to T B, hut 
also to more common ailments is pre- 
sumably lowered; to arouse a desire 
on their part to become stronger; to 
impart a practical knowledge of how 
they can do this; to inspire them to 
form habits of hygienic living and to 
direct the attention of parents to cer- 
tain physical defects in their children 
and urge upon them the necessity of 
having these corrected. 

Organization. Direction. By au- 
thorization of the Board of Directors 
of the Newton Welfare Bureau, its 
Health Committee, consisting of about 
ten members, carries on this work. 
This full committee meets three or 
four times a year to consider and act 
on plans, scope and policy, and an ex- 
ecutive sub-committee of three directs 
the work. 

Clientele, (a) Children who u» , 
shown by the monthly records of 
weight in accordance with accepted I 
weight tables are 10% or more below I 
the appropriate standard for height | 
and age. 

(b) Children whose physical condi- 1 
tlon or environmental condition is j 
such that in the opinion of the exam- 
ining physician and of the school au- 
thorities they would he benefited by 
joining the classes. 

(c) Children who have been gradu 
ated from the health classes are urged 
to present themselves at least twice 
during the year for re-examination. 

Personnel. Teachers, physicians, 
nurses, nutritionists, physical instruc- 
tors. 

Teachers. The teachers conduct the 
classes and teach health habits and 
health information according to the 
best educational methods, meeting both 
individual and class needs with defi- 
nite lessons and with opportunities 
for hand work, musical and dramatic 
expression. Some talks with lantern 
slides are given by outside speakers, 
to which the parents of the children 
are invited. 

The main aim of the class and in- 
dividual teaching is to secure as early 
as possible the personal responsibility 
on the part of the children for their 
own health improvement and their 
hearty co-operation in all the work 
that is being done for them in the 
Health Classes. 

Physicians. The physicians make a 
thorough physical examination of 
every child admitted to the classes. 
They visit their respective classes 
every other week, examining such 
children as may be referred to them, 
recommending such as may need X- 
ray examinations, making suggestions 
as to the desirability of referring 
children to their own physicians or 
to clinics, and in general, giving ade- 
quate medical direction and oversight 
to the individual children of the class- 
es, but in no case, except as “first aid” 
giving any prescription or treatment 
or recommending the culling of any 
other particular physician except in 
the possible case of a child being a 
regular patient of the physician in 
charge. 

Nurses. The nurses attend the class- 
es every other week to act as aids to 
the physicians. They make visits to 
the parents for the purpose of explain- 
ing the advice of the physicians and 
the necessity of following it, either 
by sending the child to the family 
physician or to a clinic. In the latter 
case, they make the necessary appoint- 
ment and if requested by the parents 
see that the children attend. 

They keep record cards including 
weight charts of each child, which are 
accessible, for reference, to all the 
staff. 

Nutritionist. A nutritionist’s full 
time is used to supplement the class 
work, by visiting the homes of the 
children, giving advice and council to 
the parents regarding the important 
matter of diet and Health habits, und 
seeking to enlist the necessary home 
influence in full co-operation for the 
upbuilding of the child. 

The nutritionist keeps full records 
anil makes monthly reports to the ex- 
ecutive committee, which ure also ac- 
cessible to all the staff. 

Physical Instructors. Voluntary 
physical instructors during class 
hours direct the children who are re- 
ferred to them In corrective exercises 
with speciul reference to posture im- 
provement and encouruge them < to 
practice such exercises at home.

the mutual benefit of the individual 
concerned and the country as a whole. 
There are over 26,000,000 horses and 
miles in the United States. Yet so 
far as known, the Army conducts the 
only schools for horseshoers and sad- 
jdlers in this country. 

I The law which established the Na- 
tional Forest Reservation Commission 
bears .Mr. Weeks* name. The Weeks’ 
law was enacted while Mr. Weeks was 
a Representative from Massachusetts, 
twelve years before lie assumed the 
duties of president of this commission 
by virtue of holding the office of Sec- 
retary of War. The establishment of 
j national forests in the eastern states 
I was a subject in which Mr. Weeks was 
deeply interested throughout his pub- 
lic career. In 1926, under the provi- 
sions of the Weeks’ law, 178,000,000 
acres of privately owned land are be- 
ing protected from fire. Nearly 3,- 
000,000 acres have been acquired for 
eastern national forests, of which al- 
most one-half million acres are lo- 
cated in the White Mountains of New 
England. 

Mr. Weeks believed in the Army; he 
wanted the country to appreciate the 
efforts of the Army not only in times 
of war hut in days of peace. He was 
of the opinion that the peace-time at- 
tainments of our Army had never been 
fully realized by the citizens of the 
United States. He strove constantly 
to bring to the people a greater ap- 
preciation of the value of what he was 
wont to call “by-products of nutional 
defense.” His address on this sub- 
ject before the Boston Chamber of 


j In this and subsequent public ad- 
I dresses, Mr. Weeks demonstrated that 
i throughout its history the Army had 
out-pioneered the pioneers. The Uni- 
ted States Army blazed the early trails 
and protected the settlers as they 
moved westward through the wilder- 
Iness. Army officers constructed the 
Cumberland Pike, the early canals, 
such as the Erie and the Chesapeake 
and Ohio, and the first lighthouses. 
The Bostou and Albany Railroad, 
which Herves this city, was located, 
constructed and munaged by officials 
f the War Department. The New 
York, New Haven, and Hartford Rail- 


He established a cordiality of relation- 
ship between Congress and the War 
Department which probably had never 
been surpassed. In the organization 
of the War Department on a peace- 
time basis, his military experience at 
Annapolis and in the Navy was of in- 
estimable value, ns was his wide 
knowledge of finance, government, and 
above all, human nature. 

In his administration of the War De- 
partment, Mr. Weeks faced many prob- 
lems which demanded careful atten- 
tion and thought by even a man of his 
superior business Judgment. He Ini- 
tiated policies for the disposition of 
the surplus of World War supplies, ad- 
justment of war claims, and rehabili- 
tation of Army posts through the sale 
of surplus realty. He consistently op- 
posed the needless intervention of gov- 
ernment in private business, but ad- 
vocated business principles in govern- 
ment. To the Federal Power Commis- 
sion. Muscle Shoals, the Panama 
Canal and the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration, he gave unstinted time and 
attention. Though he realized the lim- 
itations of his strength, he made per- 
sonal visits of inspection to the most 
important projects. 

I have hut briefly touched upon the 
peace-time activities of the War De- 
partment and the Secretary of War. 
These many and various problems Mr. 
Weeks attacked vigorously and with 
consummate skill. No matter how 
great the pressure of business, he re- 
mained at all times calm, sedate and 
serene. His associates, military and 
civil, succumbed to his charm of man- 
ner and yielded to his far-seeing judg- 
ment. When his health forced his re- 
linquishment of his Cabinet portfolio, 
sympathy and regret were nation- 
wide. Few departmental chiefs in so 
short a space of years had so im- 
pressed themselves upon their associ- 
ates and received such sincere affec- 
tion. Mr. Weeks loved the Army; the 
Army loved Mr. Weeks. The abiding 
and loyal affection of such a great 
number of citizens for their departed 
chief is the most fitting monument to 
his memory. 

Following the remarks of Mr. Davis, 
Mr. Henry Whitmore for a committee 
composed of himself, Mr. Hatfield and 
Mr. Day. presented the following reso- 
lutions which were unanimously 
adopted, — 

To John W. Weeks the nation has 
paid tribute — a nation which he served 
with unflagging devotion and loyalty 
in peace und in war. The world of 
business and finance has testified to 
his integrity, wisdom and success. 
Tonight the members of the Men’s 
Club of West Newton record their af- 
fection and esteem for the man as 
they knew him in the simple and in- 
timate relations of friend and neigh- 
bor. 

Coming among them in 1893 he soon 
won their confidence and regard. 
Here began his distinguished political 
career when he yielded to the request 
of his neighbors that he represent 
them in the Board of Aldermen. After 
four years in the Board he became 
Mayor of Newton in 1903. Two years’ 
service in that office was followed by 
eight years in the national House of 
Representatives and six years in the 
Federal Senate. In 1921 he entered 
the cabinet as Secretary of War. 

This was a record of illustrious pub- 
lic service in which his West Newton 
friends might woll take pride and they 
were proud of it. But to them he re- 
mained Captain Weeks. Though he 
rose by successive steps to nation wide 
fame and the esteem of his fellow 
citizens from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. and became influential in the 
Congress of the United States and the 
wise and trusted counselor of Presi 
dents, he did not grow away from his 
old neighbors. West Newton was 
home to him and home meant much. 
He never lost interest in the affairs of 
this village and its people. When 
some old friend called upon him in 
Washington, Capt. Weeks invariably 
turned the conversation to home af- 
fairs and wanted to know all about 
West Newton — how this one or that 
was getting along, where the children 
were at school, what the young men 
did as they left college. 

Mr. Weeks’ church associations were 
especially close and he served his par- 
ticular society for many useful years. 
He not only believed in churches and 
in supporting them but he believed in 
and practiced church attendance. The 
benefit which comes to a man from 
going to church was the burden of the 
message which he seut when his physi- 
cian’s orders prevented his being pres- 
ent at the 75th anniversary celebration 
of the First Unitarian Society in 
Newton. 

We honor him for his devotion to 
duty and for his courage which would 
I not evade nor trim, but we loved him 
for the friendly, simple man whom we 
knew as our neighbor. 

Earlier in the eveniug these officers 
were elected, — President. William H. 
Best, vice president. Clifton H. Dwin- 
nell. treasurer, Roland F. Gammons, 
secretary. Charles E. Benson, assist- 
ant secretary, Albert A. Whidden.
